Interesting Meetings Held This Week in Aid 
oi Fund for War Work 

This week finds the country en- 
gaged In putting through tho Y.W.C.A. 
campaign, another one of the great 
drives made necessary by the war and 
by the socinl, industrial and moral 
problems connected therewith. 

The probluuiH, which the War Work 
Council, National Board, Y.W.C.A. are 
trying to meet, and in which they are 
asking co-operation on the part of the 
public, are: 

The problem of housing and caring 
for women visiting relatives and 
friends at the cantonments throughout 
the country; a work In which the U.S. 
government has asked their aid. 

The problem of establishing a high 
inorul standard for girls who need in- 
telligent and sympathetic advice and 
protection. 

The problem of providing healthful 
quarters for girls and women engaged 
in rapidly growing Industries result- 
ing from, or directly connected with, 
the war. 

The problem of educating girls to 
their moral responsibilities towards 
tho men who are going out to fight 
their country’s battles. 

The great slogan of the Y.W.C.A. in 
this campaign is "Keep the girls 
straight, and the men will have to go 
straight.” It is a work which is a 
present preventive against the dan- 
gers and temptations of today, and 
which is a promise for the future of 
the race. 

To carry on this great campaign the 
Y.W.C.A. is asking $4,000,000 from the 
country as a whole, $200,000 of which 
is the allotment for New England. 
$110,000 is asked of Greater Boston, 
and Newton’s share in this division is 
$10,000. 

The task of raising this sum has 
been undertaken by a committee com- 
posed of Mrs. Henry B. Day, Chairman, 
Mrs. T. A. Crimmins, Mrs. Frank A. 
Day, Mrs. D. Brewer Eddy, Mrs. Eben 
H. Ellison, Mrs. William Estabrook 
Jones, Mrs. Herbert B. Kimball, Mrs. 
Clifton F. Leatherbee, Mrs. Marcus 
Morton, Mrs. Harry D. Priest, Mrs. A. 
C. Badger, Mrs. A. D. Claflin, Mrs. C. 
P. Clark, Mrs. Thomas R. Curtis, Mrs. 
Frederick Hayward, Mrs. Allen Hub- 
bard, Mrs. Matt B. Jones, Mrs. H. G. 
Pearson, Mrs. T. W. Proctor, Mrs. E. 
Ray Speare. 

The Newton Committee are grate- 
fully acknowledging the receipt of 
about $4,000 as the result of these 
meetings. While that amount is far 
below the sum pledged, every confi- 
dence is felt that as their communi- 
ties stood behind the Man in the Y. 
M. C. A. drive they will now stand be- 
hind the Girl in the Y. W. C. A. cam-

MR. TAFT HERE 

Lectures on the Great War at Channing 
Church, Newton 

Ex-President William H. Taft gave 
a most interesting lecture last Sat- 
urday night at Channing Church un- 
der the auspices of Sarali Hull Chap- 
ter Daughters of the Revolution. His 
subject was "The Great War" and the 
church was nearly filled with an audi- 
ence of over 500 representative citi- 
zens. 

Mr. Taft was introduced by Hon. 
Samuel L. Powers in his usual elo- 
quent style and was received with 
great enthusiasm, the audience rising 
to honor him. 

Mr. Taft said that many questioned 
why we were In the war, particularly 
in the West, and he briefly reviewed 
some of the causes which led to the 
break between the United States and 
Germany. The fact that the Allies 
could obtain supplies from this 
country, and Germany could not, 
created considerable irritation, altho 
this country was well w.ithin its 
rights in selling goods to ihe Allies. 
The Luisitania affair, where 114 
Americans perished, was clearly out- 
side all international law, and the 
notice of barred zones sent us in 
January and intention to sink all 
neutral vessels without warning was 
the last straw. Every step the United 
States has taken has been right, both 
by law and morality. 

The government must protect all its 
citizens both at home and on the high 
seas and the drowning of 114 Ameri- 
cans on the Luisitania was as much 
murder as if Germany had landed 
troops in Boston and shot down that 
number of its citizens. If the offend- 
ing nation had been Venezuela, what 
would we have done? But this war is 
more than a defence of our rights, it 
is a war to prevent our dependency 
on Germany. The Germans are a 
wonderful people and Mr. Taft gave 
a bit of history, to show how the lib- 
erty loving Germans of a half cen- 
tury ago were driven to the United 
States and had become among our 
best citizens. The Germans had applied 
scientific principles to every field of 
industry, and even to war. With a 
constantly increasing population, and 
the belief they are the agent of Al- 
mighty God to reform the world they 
believe that the only virtue of the 
state was power. There is plenty of 
proof of this principle in the writings 
and state papers of Germans and 
Germany, it has been taught in the 
schools and colleges, in the church 
and by economic authorities. It shows 
itself in the present war in atrocities 
in Belgium, the use of poisonous 
gas and above all id Uie opportunity

Y. M. C. A 


The food administration announced 
Monday the membership of the fed- 
eral milk commission to adjust the 
question of milk prices in the terri- 
tory supplying the city of Boston. 

The personnel of the commission 
comprises: Oeorge F. Morris. Lancas- 
ter, N. II.; E. S. Brigham. St. Albans, 
Vt.; Robert Winsor. Boston: A. Law- 
rence Lowell. Cambridge; Joseph B. 
Russell, Boston; Phillip R. Allen, 
Boston; J. Frank O’Hare, Boston: 
Frederick S. Snyder. Boston; James 
O. Jordan. Boston: J. S. Murdock, 
Rhode Island: and Robert M. Sco- 
ville, Connecticut. One more name 
will he announced later. 

"The commission is empowered to 
determine, after hearing, the reason- 
able prices of milk to he paid by pur- 
chasers to producers and by consum- 
ers to distributors, such prices to he 
based upon the cost of production and 
distribution, with a reasonable profit 
added in each instance." states the 
food administration. 

‘The producers and distributors 
have voluntarily agreed that no in- 
crease in the price of milk to consum- 
ers in Boston will he made while the 
commission is conducting the inquiry. 

"The commission will, as soon as 
practicable, proceed to hold public 
hearings in the city of Boston for the 
taking of testimony so that it may re- 
port not later than January 1. 1918.” 

"We believe," said N. C. Davis of 
H. P. Hood & Sons, "that the appoint- 
ment of a commission to say what 
price we shall pay the farmers for 
their milk and also what price we 
shall charge the consumers is for the 
best interest of all concerned. We 
shall do all in our power to co-oper- 
ate with them in every way possible 
in order that they may get the facts 
as to our costs of handling and dis- 
tributing milk. 

"We have already agreed to abide 
by the decision of this committee and 
we feel sure that the milk consumers 
will have more confidence in our 
business when they know the price 
we charge is fixed by the Federal 
Food Administrator.”

CHARLES B. FILLEBROWN 

Mr. Fillebrown was born In Wln- 
throp, Me.. December 26. 1842. son of 
James Bowdoin and Almira Butler 
Fillebrown. 

His grent-grnndfntber. John Fille- 
brown. married Sarah Konrlck of the 
old Newton family of that name. His 
grandfather, Thomas, served four 
terms of enlistment, five and a half 
years, in the Revolutionary army, his 
widowed mother having a borne mean- 
time at the old Kenrlck homestead on 
Waverley avenue. 

Mr. Fillebrown received his educa- 
tion at Kent’s Hill. Me.. 1858-61, Ptail- 
lips-Exetcr Academy, 1862, and Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology. 
1866-67. He served in the Civil War 
from 1862 to 1866— nine months in the 
24th Maine Infantry, three years in 
the 29th Maine Infantry, 19th Army 
Corps. Was aid-de-camp brigade 
staff Rnnks’s second Red River expe- 
dition. and division staff Sheridan’s 
Shenandoah Valley campaign. 

Mr. Fillebrown began a dry goods 
career in the employ of Jordan. Marsh 
& Company in 1868; in 1869 was in 
the employ of Sargent Bros. Co., and 
in that of N. W. Farwell & Son in 
1872; was a partner in the firm* of 
Sargent Bros. & Co. from 1874, and 
since 1877 hns carried on business 
under the name of C. B. Fillebrown 
& Co. as dry goods commission mer- 
chants. For many years be was the 
president and general manager of the 
Glenark Knitting Company of Woon- 
socket. R. I., with offices in Boston. 

October 9, 1873, ho married Miss 
Mary Louise Hall, a granddaughter of 
Hon. William Jackson of Newton, who 
died in 1887, leaving one daughter. 
Louise Jackson, wife of Mr. George 
McGregor Murray, and an adopted 
daughter. Margaret A. Clifford, now 
Mrs. J. C. F. Slayton of Melrose, Mass. 

Mr. Fillebrown has been an earnest 
advocate of the single tax. and has 
written several monographs and de- 
livered many addresses on that sub- 
ject. He was treasurer of the Massa- 
chusetts Single Tax League in 1892, 
and president from 1S99 to 191$. He 
was for five years president of the 
Newton Single Tax Club; is also a 
member of the New England Free 
Trade League and of Hie Newton 
Civil Service Reform League. 

Mr. Fillebrown was for twenty 
years a member of the Newton Uni- 
versalist society. He served twelve 
years as superintendent of the Sun- 
day school, and at various times as 
clerk, treasurer and ns chairman of 
the board of trustees prior to his con- 
nection with the First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, of Boston in 1893. 

Mr. Charles R. Fillebrown, for many 
years a resident of Newton, died last 
Monday at the homo of his daughter 
in Brookline, after a short illness.

THE INDUSTRIAL SITUATION 


Mr Andrew (’. Hughes of Newton 
Highlands, president of the Coopers’ 
International Union and a member of 
the Council of National Defense, was 
recently interviewed on the industrial 
situation afTectlng tho war, and the 
attitude of the government towards 
organized labor and organized capital 
now working for the United States. 

Mr. Hughes has been stationed in 
Washington since October and has at- 
tended many meetings of The Advi- 
sory Commission Council of National 
Defense since May of this year. As a 
citizen of Newton for the past 23 years 
what he has to say may be of Interest 
to the readers of the Graphic and our 
citizenship generally. 

He said — 

‘The war is unifying every industry. 
Business men are finding that to sat- 
isfactorily and efficiently meet war 
conditions, it is absolutely necessary 
to get together and work on a co-op- 
erative basis. If the war lasts any 
great length of time all industries 
will be compelled to work on very ar- 
bitrary lines and will be compelled to 
follow rules and regulations that will 
be of vital importance and conse- 
quence to every individual manufac- 
turer and every individual worker. 
Very naturally, and very properly or- 
ganized capital and organized labor 
have been the chief interests consulted 
in every move that has been made by 
our government all through its initial 
procedure in connection with the reg- 
ulation of business on the theory that 
the progressive, efficient and entirely 
dependable units in all lines of patri- 
otic endeavor can and will win the 
war. 

t‘‘Thc Capitalist, the Manufacturer, 
and the representative of organized 
Labor are in Washington as a volun- 
teer to take up the co-operative en- 
deavor with the government. The 
period allotted to each representative 
varies from two weeks to the end of 
the war. In order that there may be 
cohesion and the proper logical se- 
quence in the operations of the vari- 
ous succeeding representatives it is. 
of course, highly essential that organ- 
ized Capital and organized Labor keep 
in close touch with Washington dur- 
ing the period of their volunteer ser- 
vice at the nation’s capitol. This 
plan — conceived by our great Presi- 
dent — has the merit of dividing the 
war burden. No one knows how’ long 
the war is going to last. As time 
passes the extent of government con- 
trol over business will both bronden 
and tighten, compelling the enforce- 
ment of increasingly efficient co-oper- 
ative measures. It may be months 
and even years that direct represen- 
tation at Washington may be neces- 
sary not only to render service to the 
government, but to protect the inter- 
est of even the humblest citizen who 
should be represented at the period of 
reconstruction. Organized Labor de- 
mands this right. Not only does it 
demand representation on the differ- 
ent boards of national control, but it 
demands representation on state and 
municipal governments. 

‘‘Our great President Wilson, at- 
tending the convention of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor last w’eek at 
Buffalo, N. Y., said: — 

44 ‘If there is not a right on the part 
of the workingman to organize, then 
there ought not to be right on the part 
of Capital to organize. It is the or- 
ganization that makes Capital strong, 
and it is not fair, from a legal point of 
view’ or any other point of view’, to 
prevent the rest of the men dealing 
with Capital from getting strength 
with organization that only organiza- 
tion brings. 

44 4 I am for the laboring man. Jus- 
tice must be done him or there can be 
no justice in this country. We must 
be all partners in the game of govern- 
ment and no one man must be allowed 
to play the part of a hog. 

44 ‘The attitude of government to- 
ward labor lieB at the heart of almost 
everything that concerns us as a na- 
tion. A nation may be said to consist 
of those who do its daily labor, and 
America has ahvays boasted that she 
w’as the home of free labor, that all 
are welcome to come to her shores 
and partake of her unbounded oppor- 
tunities. 4 

‘‘Our national government’s attitude 
tow’ard organized labor should be fol- 
lowed by state and municipal govern- 
ments. As a reform society, organ- 
ized Labor can be represented in all 
legislative branches of our govern- 
ment if the workers insist that all the 
virtues are not on the side of the poli- 
tician and all the vices on the side of 
theirs.”

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EDITORIAL 


The municipal election next Tues- 
day is about as tame an niTair ns has 
ever been bold in this city, ns the en- 
tire ticket, with one exception, is 
'without a contest. There are three 
candidates for alderman-at-large 
from ward 5. to be elected by the en- 
tire city, hut the interest in this mat- 
ter is largely confined to the candt- 
dates and their own particular 
friends. The one feature in this con- 
test which will nttrnct some interest 
is the working of the preferential sys- 
tem of balloting, and there is some 
reason to feel that it may result in 
no choice and require a special elec- 
tion. This is due to the amendment 
passed last winter and designed to 
simplify the ballot, and which evi- 
dently had a clericnl error. With 
three candidates there should he an 
opportunity for three choices, the 
amendment calling for hut two. This 
will eliminate the plurality feature 
caried only by the third choice votes, 
and will require n successful candi- 
date to obtain a clear majority, either 
In first choice or with first and second 
choice votes, something which may 
not occur with a light vote and a 
close contest between three candi- 
dates. Voters may help out this sit- 
uation a little if they will exercise 
their right to a second choice vote. 

There will he little doubt ns to the 
result of the vote on the licensing of 
liquors, although a quiet election al- 
ways shows the full strength of the 
Yes element and the weakness of the 
No. 

On the referendum placing the 
Chief of Fire Department under civil 
service rules, we suggest a negative 
vote. Chief Randlett will probably 
remain nt the head of his depart- 
ment just ns long as he is physically 
able to perform its duties, and he 
needs no protection from a general 
civil service rule, intended for the 
whole state. Newton has just ob- 
tained and accepted legislation on 
this very matter, which provides for 
pensioning the Chief of the Fire De- 
partment after the age of 65 years, 
unless the aldermen by annual vote, 
continue him in active service, and it 
seems advisable to retain this specinl 
legislation on that account.

Mr. George F. Meacham, a former 
resident of this city for many years 
and a well known architect, died Tues- 
day at his home in Boston after an 
illness of many years. Mr. Meacham 
was horn in Watertown, in 1831, and 
graduated from Harvard in 1853, in 
the same class as Dr. Charles W.

He served 
in tlie Common Council of Newton in 
1S76. Mr. Meacham is survived by a 
widow.

Retail coal prices for Newton have 
been announced by the Fuel Adminis- 
trator as follows: 

Anthracite (delivered), broken, egg. 
stove and chestnut sizes, $9.50 per net 
ton; pea, $S.50; 100 pounds (in bulk 
or hags). 45 cents at yards. 50 cents 
delivered. An additional charge of 25 
cents per net ton is allowed for carry- 
ing in and 40 cents per ton extra is al- 
lowed for carrying more than two 
flights. For carrying three flights. 50 
cents a ton is permitted. Bag coal 
at the yard is to be sold at 15 cents 
for 25-pound hags. 25 cents for 50- 
pound hags, and 45 cents for 100- 
pound bags.

Among the department committees 
of the Council of National Defense is 
one known as Maintenance of Exist- 
ing Social Agencies, of which Mrs. 
Frederick S. Mead of Boston is chair- 
man for Massachusetts. Its purpose 
is to see that amid the many new ac- 
tivities growing out of the war the 
institutions doing good and needed 
work shall not be nllowed to suffer. 
The question of appointing a sub- 
committee in Newton has been solved 
very properly by putting that work 
into the hands of the Social Service 
committee of the Newton Federation 
of Women’s Clubs. Everywhere the 
aim of the Council of Natlonnl De- 
fense is to employ existing commit- 
tees and organizations rather than es 
tablishing now ones, so that this piece 
of co-operation will be heartily wel- 
comed nt Headquarters. This is one 
very definite piece of war work which 
the Federation will undertake. Its 
president. Mrs. Irving O. Palmer, is 
the chairman of the Newton Unit of 
the Council of Defense. The Federa- 
tion purchased a $100 Liberty Bond. 
And of course its members are busily 
at work in many directions, and In 
many organizations, for the Federa- 
tion today includes eighteen organiza- 
tions in active membership, besides 
five holding associate membership. 

Of some of the small clubs the New- 
ton Highlands Shakespeare Club, 
which was organized especially for 
the study of the dramatist and its 
members belong for the most part to 
the largo Woman's Club, decided to 
buy a $50 Liberty Bond, and is about 
to hold an entertainment to raise 
money to meet the payment. They 
have voted to provide gun patches for 
the members of the 301st Infantry 
now at Ayer. The Mothers’ Club has 
engaged in no special undertaking, 
believing that its best work is to 
maintain the charities to which it has 
always pledged itself — needy mothers 
of Newton and various things for the 
benefit of children, primarily the No- 
nantum playground. It contributed 
to the Red Triangle Drive of the Y. M. 
C. A. The Parliamentary Law Club, 
another club having a special study 
purpose, is not engaging as a club in 
special war activities., although its 
members are active through other 
agencies. 

At West Newton the Women’s Edu 
cational Club subscribed for two $50 
Liberty Bonds, and is taking a collec- 
tion at each meeting for the benefit 
of the local Red Cross work, w’hile its 
members arc working through special 
agencies in that village. 

There remain a number of others 
yet to be heard from, but after the 
statements already made, the critics 
must surely recognize that the club- 
women are bending their energies to 
assist in every way possible in this 
tremendous need. But they are main- 
taining, for the most part, their reg- 
ular meetings, because they feel the 
need of relaxation and mental stimu- 
lus to carry them through the difficul- 
ties and perplexities confronting 
them.

The aldermen held another brief 
and uneventful session Monday night, 
an horn being sufficient to transact 
nil the business of the evening 
President Early was in the chair, and 
Aldermen Hnrrlmnn and McCarthy 
were the only members absent. 

Mayor Childs called for additional 
appropriations of $1500 for Mothers’ 
Aid, and approved a request of the 
Board of Health for $1100 for a motor 
ambulance for contagious diseases.

W. Hahn and Elmer C. Wilcox on the 
petition of Philip B. Long of Somer- 
ville for a public garage on Washing- 
ton street, opposite the Newton En- 
gine House. Pres. E. J. Winslow of 
the Auhurndale Improvement Asso- 
ciation favored a concrete sidewalk 
on Central street under the better- 
ment act. Hearings on a telephone 
conduit in Sewall street and on a 
Bewer in Moulton street were unop- 
posed. 

City Treasurer Newhall reported 
the Kenrick fund income to he $107.48 
for the year. 

Petition of John T. Burns for 
auctioneer’s license, and of Edith I. 
Jackson for apportionment of better- 
ments on Avalon road were granted. 
Other petitions were received from R. 
M. McClelland for an additional taxi- 
cab, for a sewer in Commonwealth 
avenue, Chestnut Hill, and from C. G. 
Wetherbeo and others for acceptance 
of Terrace avenue. 

The select committee on matter of 
poles and wires reported no action 
necessary at present, stating that the 
Mayor and Fire Chief had the matter 
in hand and would protect the inter- 
ests of the city. Permits for a pri- 
vate garage on Watertown street was 
granted J. A. Seeley, and for gasolene 
on Hampshire street to J. A. Karn- 
heini.

Bishop informed the board that it 
would be necessary to accept a cer- 
tain public statute before the hoard 
had any right to grant such a license.

The world is suffering from the 
cancerous disease of militarism for 
which Germany is responsible and 
the only cure Is to use the knife. 
Forty millions of people are In the 
war. six millions have died and six 
million are in hospitals. 

A German victory menus the end of 
independence in this world. The war 
is to the death and we must put forth 
our greatest efforts. We had better 
make too great preparations now, 
rnther than make inadequate prepara- 
tions and cause the war to continue. 
There will be a series of revolutions 
in Russia; and Itnly is holding, but 
the real issue will be fought out on 
the Western front and the control of 
the «en. This is the greatest crisis in 
history and calls for the greatest sac- 
rifices. England raised her million 
men and so must we. It is better to 
ho in the war now than face Germany 
nlono In the future. The cause for 
which we are fighting is the highest 
in the world, and no sacrifice is too 
great to uphold righteousness and in- 
ternational morality.

Next week every one in Newton is 
to lie asked personally, to bedfcme a 
member of tho American Red Cross.

PASTORRESIGNS 

Rev. A. J. Maste to Leave Central Con- 
gregational Church of Newtonville 

Rev. Abraham J. Muste has tendered 
his resignation as pastor of the Cen- 
tral .Church of Newtonvllle and it will 
be acted upon at *i church meeting to 
bo held In the near future. 

There has been more or less criti- 
cism of Rev. Mr. Muste during the past 
six months on account of his attitude 
on the war, and a large number of his 
parishioners have been outspoken in 
opposition to his utterances in the pul- 
pit. 

Rev. Mr. Muste is not a pacifist in 
the ordinary sense of the word. Ac- 
cording to Albert M. Lyon, a Boston 
lawyer who is moderator of the parish, 
the minister’s attitude regarding war 
is hard for the common man to under- 
stand. He adds that there is no sus- 
picion of pro-Germanism about the 
pastor, but declares the platform he 
occupies is somewhere in the clouds. 

Briefly, Rev. Mr. Muste believes that 
was is un-Christian and that men can- 
not do, in the spirit of Jesus, what they 
have to do in the war. He believes 
that religion should have been the me- 
dium to settle the war. 

Rev. Mr. Muste states that his resig- 
nation was due to disagreement with 
his flock regarding the conduct of the 
war. He admits that ho has not 
shown the feeling toward enlisted men 
that his people would like to have him 
display and that he has not shown 
what they regard as proper enthusi- 
asm toward relief work. 

He has been in charge of the parish 
since December 1914. Rev. Mr. Muste 
was born in Holland, but came to this 
country at the age of 6 years. He 
studied at Hope College, Holland. 
Mich., at the Theological Institute at 
New Brunswick, N. J., and the Union 
Seminary, New York. His first pas- 
torate. which he left to come to New- 
tonvllle, was the Fort Washington Re- 
formed Church In New York city. 

Since coming to Newton he has been 
very active in civic affairs, and is 
looked upon as a brilliant speaker. 
His home is on Prescott street, New- 
tonville. 


CHRISTIAN FORUM 


Dr.Hamilton Holt Speaks at Third Meet- 
ing of the Season at Eliot Church 

The third meeting of the Christian 
Forum of Newton was held Sunday af- 
ternoon at Eliot Church, Dr. Hamil- 
ton Holt, editor of the Independent, 
speaking on tho subject, . "How to 
Make the World Safe for Democracy 
after tho War.” 

Dr. Holt gave an interesting, even 
If it was not a convincing address, 
and possibly his quotation from ex- 
president Roosevelt as to the central 
idea of his topic gave the gist of the 
whole matter. Roosevelt is quoted 
as saying, “That it was either Utopia 
or hell.” Dr. Holt spoke In the inter- 
ests of the League to Enforce Peace, 
gave a brief history of how that or- 
ganization came Into existence and 
his belief that the four principles of 
the League, as drafted by ex-presi- 
dent Taft would, in time become as 
sacred as the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. Those principles were 
stated as follows: — 

1. That all international disputes 
should be settled by a court. 

2. That political disputes should 
-be first submitted to a council of con- 
ciliation. 

3. Every nation, before going to 
war, must take the disputed issues 
to this court. 

4. That there should bo slated 
meetings to settle question of inter- 
national law. 

Dr. Holt believed that President 
Wilson, would he to the nations of 
the world, what George Washington 
was to the colonies at the end of the 
Revolution and that all the nations 
should become the United Nations of 
the World. Dr. Holt was of the 
opinion that such an alliance would 
lead to disarmament, because the al- 
lied nations would only need to keep 
an army large enough to cope with 
the largest army outside the alliance 
and that with the admission of every 
other nation to the alliance, thereby 
reducing the possible antagonistic 
forces, tire allied army could also be

Last spring tho Lucy Jackson rhnp- 
tcr. D A. it., of Newton purchased for a 
chapter house the old mansion nt New- 
ton Lower Falls known ns the Bnurv 
house. Last Snturdny the house com- 
mittee opened the place for inspection 
by the members and their friends and 
on Monday of this week the chapter 
assembled there for the regular 
monthly meeting. Mrs. David E. lin- 
ker presented a carefully-prepared pa- 
per on the story of the house and its 
occupants, taking one hack in imagi- 
nation to the early days when Newton 
was known ns Cambridge Village, and 
when Newton Lower Falls was the 
"court end" of the town. The original 
house was built about 1755, but was 
enlarged to its present in ITT', and 
has had some alterations from time to 
time up to 1S13. It is three stories 
high and has four entrances, one on 
•each side. It also boasts a secret 
chamber, which is secret no longer. 
Samuel Brown, a merchant of Boston, 
purchased this house in 1S13, and after 
extensive improvements for comfort, 
made it his home. Through Mr. 
Brown’s generosity the parish of St. 
Mary's made its beginning. Mr. Brown 
presented for its use two acres of land, 
which are still occupied by the church 
buildings and as a churchyard. From 
1823 until very recent years, this house 
was the home of the Bnurv family. 
Dr. Baury was the rector of St. Mary’s 
Church for many years, and inherited 
the house from its benefactor. Samuel 
Brown. Dr. Baury was a well-known 
man and was the first president of the 
Society of the Cincinnati. His family 
won distinction in the Revolutionary 
War and it is of especial interest to 
learn that his father came to America 
from France with Rochambeau, to take 
part in the American struggle for in- 
dependence. Many valuable papers 
which were discovered in the old attic 
were displayed at this meeting. Miss 
Sarah Fuller, the famous educator of 
the dumb and an honorary member of 
the chapter, followed Mrs. Baker's talk 
with personal reminiscences of the old 
landmarks in the vicinity. In this con- 
nection it is interesting to note that 
the only postoffice in the whole town 
until 1820 was in this vicinity and the 
building is still standing. Following 
the entertainment there was a short 
business session, at which good prog- 
ress was reported on relief work and 
also toward the acquisition of the sum 
required for the Liberty Bond loan and 
the restoration of Tilloloy, in France.

The Boston Rotary Club of which 
Mr. William C. Hamburgh of Newton- 
ville is the efficient president and 
which includes about forty Newton 
residents on its membership roll, 
pulled off a stunt Monday evening nt 
the Hotel Brunswick, Boston, that it 
will bo hard to equal and probably 
never excelled. Th6 Club entertained 
180 of the boys in khaki from Camp 
Devens, paying their expenses from 
Ayer to the hotel and return, giving 
them an excellent dinner, and an en- 
tertainment of the higest character. 
The affair was full of "pep" from the 
stnrt, largely due to the untiring work 
of the committee on banquet of 
which Mr. Fred M. Blanchard was the 
chairman. Each member of the club 
acted ns host to one or two of the 
soldiers, and saw to it that they had 
all that was coming to them. As the 
boys marched in they were greeted 
with hearty applause as well as 
cheers and there was hardly a mo- 
ment thruout the evening when there 
was a cessation of singing or cheer- 
mg. 

President Hamburgh gave an inspir- 
ing address, addressing first the sol- 
diers and then the Rotarians, first ex- 
plaining the principles of the Club 
and then saying in part to the Rotar- 
ian: These boys need encourage- 
ment, they need heartening, they 
need assurance that we are constant- 
ly thinking of their personal and 
physical needs, that we are confident 
of their success over there and our 
faith while they are rushing into that 
fog of war — the actual conflict of 
hate and war-lust. These boys are 
your protectors against that oncom- 
ing military machine which would 
destroy our American belief in and 
observance of national democracy. To 
the soldiers he said — you are the sons 
of our American men and women who 
are ready to give their all to the na- 
tion. whose fathers and mothers also 
gave to the cause of the united na- 
tion, their brothers and fathers. In 
your uniform you have become men 
of another rank — men of new physi- 
cal fitness, of new uprightness of man- 
ner and many of you are already pos- 
sessed of another and greater char- 
acter. You are the sons of this coun- 
try — your country now — and we who 
are not fit. we who cannot go abroad 
and struggle with the Prussian auto- 
cracy, we who must stay here and 
supply that little bit of courage— that 
little bit of thought— that little bit of 
money — greet you and praise you, for 
to you is due much honor now for 
your manliness and your sacrifices 
and to you will be due more honor 
for your victories.” 

A splendid program of vocal and in- 
strumental music was given by com- 
petent artists who were greeted with 
storms of applause. A service flag 
containing six stars was presented to 
the Club by the banquet committee 
and a little serious talk was given by 
Dr. Philip Shepard of Arlington, a 
veteran of the Boer war.

la used to carry on work for the aid 
of those who tight. 

The American Red Cross among 
other things provides woolen com- 
forts for our soldiers and sailors, 
establishes field hospitals, furnishes 
ambulances, sends doctors, surgeons 
and nurses to the front, makes sur- 
gical dressings, hospital clothes and 
necessities, tights disease, feeds and 
clothes victims of the war, gives help 
to our Allies and acts as the for- 
warding and distributing agent for 
all groups and societies doing war 
I work. 

At the time of our entrance into 
I (lie war the American Red Cross had 
>200,000 members. Toduy it has 
j 5,000,000. By December 24th, it 
hopes to have at least 15,000,000.

Branch. During the coming week a 
Red Cross canvasses will call at ev- 
ery home In tho etty to ask people 
to become members of tho Red Cross. 
The cost of becoming a member of 
the Red Cross is $1 a year. This 
dollar makes tho one who pays It a 
member of the Red Cross and en- 
titled to wear the Red Cross button, 
which will be given when the dollar 
is paid. 

In addition to the Red Cross but- 
ton and the membership card, which 
is also a receipt for the payment of 
the dues for the year 1918, every 
one who joins during the coming 
week, and all who are already mem- 
bers, will be entitled to a Red Cross 
service Hag, or, where there is more 
than one member in a home, to Red 
Cross to paste on tho home's Red 
Cross service flag. 

These Red Cross service flags are 
of paper, around their edges are bor- 
ders of red, the ground is of white 
and there is a large Red Cross In 
the centre. The Red Crosses given to 
paste on the ground of the flag are 
smaller than the Red Cross in the 
center of it and are given so that the 
flag may contain as many Red Cross- 
es as there are members of the Red 
Cross in tho home. If there are 
three members In a home, for ex- 
ample, tho flag will carry three Red 
Crosses, the large Red Cross to show 
that the home is a Red Cross home, 
with at least one member of it a 
member of the Red Cross, and the 
two smaller Red Crosses to show that 
there arc( in the home three Red 
Cross members. 

Christmas Eve the Red Cross ser- 
vice flags, which are transparent, are 
to be placed in windows and can- 
dles lighted behind them. This is to 
be done in homes all over America 
and it is hoped that the Red Crosses 
so shown will number in the Uni- 
ted States at least 10,000,000 and 
in Newton at least 10,000. 

With the beginning of the Year 
1918 there should be, among all the 
Red Cros^ friemperp Newton itjien 
should have, so many anxious to vol- 
unteer for Red Cross work, the mak- 
ing of surgical dressings and band- 
ages, knitting, sewing, trench can- 
dles and other war necessities that 
the Headquarters’ House in Newton- 
ville, the Red Cross House at New- 
ton Centre and all the auxiliary Red 
Cross centres in Newton may have as 
their chief problem that of finding 
accommodations for those anxious to 
work. 


NEWTONVILLE SPECIAL AID 


The Advisory Board of tho Special 
Aid Association and Red Cross of 
Newtonville met nt the Talbot House, 
Wednesday morning, with Mrs. Wal- 
lace Boyden presiding. 

Reports of the various committees 
showed much work accomplished, 
with an increasing demand in all di- 
rections for both workers and money. 
Seven or eight automobiles were 
packed with clothing and supplies for 
the Halifax sufferers on Saturday 
morning and more than $60 in money 
went with the articles. 

One hundred and twenty-five dol- 
lars that the Special Aid has taken, is 
to be sent to the hostess house at 
Camp Devens. 

All the women are knitting ener- 
getically, and have decided to in- 
crease their efforts so as to include 
the knitting for the aviation for 
which different yarn must be bought 
and different directions followed. The 
demand for all the knitted articles is 
much greater than the supply. 

The Surgical Dressings depart- 
ment is urged to increase its efforts 
threefold. This special fdrive for 
dressings is for General Pershing and 
our own boys. Each man is to be 
fitted out with a first-aid kit and all 
these dressings must be ready by Jan- 
uary. Both girl and boy scouts are 
ready at very short notice to help in 
any way they are needed. 

On Saturday evening there will be 
a dance in Temple Hall, which will 
be given to entertain twenty-four or 
thirty Navy boys, and the people are 
invited to attend and meet them, and 
also see a good poster exhibit by the 
Red Cross — 25 cents admission. 

War books will be on sale at the 
Talbot House, the proceeds to go to 
the War Relief Committee. Members 
of the Constabulary have offered their 
services for supplying automobiles 
when needed or in packing and tying 
up big bundles. 

It was voted to send money to the 
Special Aid for the gloves which are 
needed for our men here in Massa- 
chusetts at the different camps, to 
keep them from suffering in this bit- 
ter weather. The call for gloves is 
immediate and must be met at once. 

There is a circulating library of 
war books at the Talbot House, and 
these may be obtained at the desk. 
The attendance at the Talbot House 
for sewing and at Temple Hall for 
dressings for three weeks, since the 
Red Cross and Special Aid have com- 
bined, has been 836. Great satisfac- 
tion was expressed at the joining of 
forces, and it is felt that much more 


can be accomplished by united ef- 
fort. 

The women of Newtonville are 
urged to feel the responsibility of 
sowing for the hospitals and wounded 
and to go to the Talbot House regu- 
larly for this important work. 

A patriotic mass meeting of men 
and women will be held on Wednes- 
day, December 19, in Temple Hall, 
Newtonville, to hear Mr. Arthur 
Fairbrother. He will speak on Ger- 
man intrigue in this country, and it 
is hoped everyone will attend. No ad- 
mission will be charged but a collec- 
tion will be taken to defray expenses. 


RED CROSS BENEFIT 


Anxious to do their bit for the war, 
the students of the Newton High 
Schools have made arrangements for 
a benefit dance on Friday afternoon, 
December 21. 

It is hoped that the entire student 
body, as well as graduates of the 
three schools, will turn out in force 
for this interesting occasion, which 
promises to be one of the biggest 
dancing events of the holiday season. 

It will take place at 2.30 in the 
Gymnasium, and a small admission 
fee will be charged. 

Music will be furnished by the 
Brookline Assembly Orchestra which 
is a guarantee that it will be first- 
class. Patriotic music will be a 
feature.

THE HEALING MINISTRY 
OF RELIGION 

Recent Sermon by Rev. H. Grant Person 
of Eliot Church 


The following sermon was preached 
in Eliot Church, Sunday, December 2, 
by Rev. H. Grant Person and printed 
by request. 

2 Kings 2.21, "And he went forth 
unto the spring of waters and oast 
the salt in there and said, Thus 
saith the Lord, I have healed these 
waters; there shall not bo from 
thence any more death or barren 
land.” 

An article has recently been put in 
my hands that made a profound im- 
pression on me. It Is by the Countess 
of Warwick in which she laments the 
failure of the Established Church in 
England to ofTcr anything sufficient 
for the people in this hour of their su- 
premo need. She confesses that she 
has been a communicant and attend- 
ant of the Church of England since a 
child but now she has left it forever. 
And the reason is because it had noth- 
ing for her. Her sons are fighting for 
their country, relatives and friends 
have fallen in battle, but when she 
turned to the church for consolation 
it was In vain. The vicar exhorted his 
congregation to rise and kill. The 
garb was the garb of the servant of 
Christ and the voice was the voice of 
the recruiting sergeant. There was 
no word of consolation or sympathy or 
hope. Then the bewildered soul tries 
to tell what she would preach if she 
were a minister in these times. Hu- 
man brotherhood would be her theme; 
the religion of love as opposed to the 
religion of hate; Service over against 
selfishness. She would preach those 
ideals, which, had they been followed 
would have prevented the present 
war, and, should they take possession 
of men’s hearts and minds, would 
make all future wars impossible. 

The article made its profound im- 
pression on me because it found an 
echo in my own experience. With 
many other ministers, I have lament- 
ed the inability of the church to rise 
above the din of war and phrase its 
message in terms of the spirit. I said 
in tho opening service last September 
that I hoped to do that and I have 
tried, and then the smoke of battle 
has blinded my eyes to the beatific 
vision and the noise of clashing arms 
has deafened my ears to the harmon- 
ies of heaven. I wonder if I dare say 
what is in my mind. I wonder if I 
can make myself clear without danger 
of being misunderstood in a time 
when the nervous tension is high and 
judgments are quickly formed on 
slight evidence. I am going to make 
the venture. 

Patriotism is a virtue that is kin 
to religion. Next to the duties that 
we owe our God are those that we 
owe our native land and not infre- 
quently the two rise to the same level. 
But patriotism is natural and does 
not need constant urging. We agree 
that the soul is dead that never to 
itself lias said, "This is my own, my 
native land.” We rejoice in our fine 
boys who are not only willing but 
eager to go and fight and die for their 
country and for eternal principle. We 
inscribe their names on our Rolls of 
Honor, we blaze their sacrifices on 
our service flags, and if any come not 
back we will carry their memory per- 
petually in our hearts. The church 
has a right to share in this thrill of 
pride in their service. They are from 
her homes, have been trained in her 
Bible school and have gotten eo*no of 
thei • inspiration from her worship. 
They are her sons. 

But has the church nothing more 
for us, in this hour, than the thrill of 
patriotism? Is there no more deep 
and divine ministry to which she can 
aspire than the call to arms? I think 
there is. The face of God must he 
kept clear before men’s vision; the 
idealism of Jesus must lie exalted 
above the clouds that settle, over us; 
the deep things of the spirit must he 
made real to a generation that is 
trusting in the arm of flesh; divine 
consolation and comfort must lie min- 
istered to those who have been be- 
reaved. There are countless organi- 
zations, from the Chamber of Com- 
merce to tho Boy Scouts, that will fan 
tho flame on tho altars of patriotism; 
but if the church fails in these min- 
istries of the spirit there is no or- 
ganization that will supply the loss. 

The men who go the rounds of the 
trained camps speaking at religious 
services say that there are two ques- 
tions which tho boys, who come to 
them for personal interviews, ask 
more than all otlior questions. One 
of those is "How can I know that 
there is a future life: is the soul im- 
mortal?” What a failure it would lie 
if Mte church has no answer to that 
question! What a tragedy if this di 
vino institution gets so hoarse talk 
ing of the tilings of the flesh that it 
lias no voice to speak to the soul! 
Here is tho supreme ministry of the 
church. That poem, "Christ in Flan- 
ders,” written by a Britisli soldier, 
has made a deep impression and is 
already familiar to most of us. I will 
quote two stanzas only: 

"We had forgotten You — or very near 
ly • 

You did not seem to touch us very 
nearly; 

Of course we thought about You 

now and then, 

Especially in time of trouble 
Wo knew thut You were good in time 
of trouble, 

But we are very ordinary men. 

Now we remember over here in Flan- 
ders 

(It isn't strange to think of You in 
Flanders) 

This hideous warfare seems to 
make tilings clear; 

Wo never thought about You much In 
England, 

But now that we aro far away from 
England, 

We have no doubts -we know that 
You ure hero.” 

When t lie heart is thus tender shall 
it listen in vain for the voice of God 
in the ministry of His church? 

Jesus stands for us as the interpre- 
ter of Christianity. Nay, rather Jesus 
is Christianity. What he did and whut 
ho suid, interpreted In terms of hu- 
man need, givo us our Christianity. 
What was ills message? It was a mes- 


sage of strength and courage: of high 
manhood. Mis was a flaming hatred 
of injustice and wrong. We have no 
doubt, were he here now, his right- 
eous wrath would flash out againRt the 
wrongs that are deluging Die world 
in blood. We are sure that he would 
he on our side In this titanic struggle 
for human liberty and life. 

But this was not his most pro- 
nounced and constant message. Above 
his courage and fiery indignation 
stnnds his comfort and hope. Hia dis- 
tinctive message which separated him 
from all other reformers was salva- 
tion from sin, sympathy and comfort 
in sorrow’, and the promise of life 
eternal. Were he here now we are 
even more sure that he would be out 
tho field where men ore dying, 
pointing them to eternal life; going 
up and down the rows of cots in the 
hospitals, bringing hope to the suffer- 
ing; entering tho home where sad 
hearts nre mourning the loss of dear 
ones slain in battle, with his words of 
comfort and love. 

When he began his public ministry 
he returned from his baptism to the 
old synagogue in Nazareth and made a 
kind of Inaugural Address. He 
road from Isaiah as follows: "The 
spirit of the Lord is upon me, because 
ho hath anointed me to preach the 
gospel to the poor; he hath sent me 
to heal the brokenhearted, to preach 
deliverance to the captives, and recov- 
ering sight to the blind, to set at lib- 
erty them that are bruised, to preach 
the acceptable year of the Lord." And 
he said unto them. "This day is this 
scripture fulfilled in your ears.’’ He 
accepted this ministry of healing as 
his life-work. That is why he so 
sorely disappointed many; they ex- 
pected one clad in armor leading 
forth his legions to battle, and he was 

burden-bearer, a Comforter and a 
Saviour. 

When John Baptist lost his grip in 
his imprisonment beyond Jordan and 
questioned of Jesus were really the 
promised Messiah, he sent two of his 
disciples to ask, “Art thou he that 
should come, or do we look for an- 
other?” And Jesus answered, "Go 
and show’ John those things which ye 
do hear and see: the blind receive 
their sight, the lame walk, the lepers 
are cleansed, the deaf hear, the dead 
are raised up, and the poor have the 
gospel preached unto them. And bles- 
sed is he, whosoever shall not be of- 
fended in me.” His credentials were 
marks of mercy. 

So 1 believe the Countess of War- 
wick is right when she feels that the 
church has missed its great opportu- 
nity if it neglects its ministry of heal- 
ing. As this war goes on there will 
be heavy hearts on every hand. If 
they come to this place, God grant that 
they may find healing. And 1 beseech 
you, my friends, to help me bring the 
combort of Christ to those who crave 
it. I shall sound the note of patriot- 
ism often enough to assure you that I 
am loyal to my country. I wish I 
w’ere so situated that I could go across 
seas and prove my loyalty in the place 
of danger. But do not compel me to 
wave the flag each w’eek : let me 
sometimes hold the Cross before men’s 
closing eyis. When burdens are heavy 
and hearts are breaking. I crave, 
above all things else, such a message 
of comfort and hope as will make life’s 
bitter w’aters sw’eet. Will you help 
me give that message?

Congressional action, wisely delayed 
at the last, session, is to be again in- 
voked. There will be the usual infor- 
mal referendum to public opinion and 
as usual, Congressmen will listen to I 
lie voice of th.i ct nstituents. 

i he movement «”ill fail if we cloud 
the issue. This is not a question of 
the right or wrong o' beer drinking. 
This is what every ponent of the 
movement will try to : ke it. It is 
what the Brewers’ As o . Jon are dis- 
cussing in the broads < Which they 
are spreading over the ”o ton news- 
papers these days. The.' ; 1 us beer 

is harmless, that it has hc.n evolved 
into a soft drink. No matter what ar- 
guments are available, opponents of 
the traffic will lose out if they allow 
themselves to he trapped into debat- 
ing this question. Such debate must 
be ruled out of order. It is not the 
question now before the house. The 
country is not ready to declare beer 
drinking wrong. The man who has 
drunk beer all his life and who is as 
dependent upon it as t lie prohibition- 
ist upon his coffee, will not join us in 
condemning his beverage as injurious. 
Yet he must join us if t he traffic is to 
be stopped. It is therefore a matter 
of both good strategy ami good faith 
that we base our plea for wartime 
prohibition on war necessity, on that 
and nothing more. If experience in 
wartime commends prohibition as 
permanent policy, well and good. 
And equally, if it doesn’t commend it. 
let us be fair and accept the verdict. 

Why do we need it as a war meus- 
use? First of course, because we ure 
short of food, and liquor consumes 
immense quantities of food. How 
much, is a matter of dispute, but no 
one disputes that it is much. This we 
can not afford under present condi- 
tions, and present conditions are sure 
to grow worse. In a country where 
it is physically and psychologically 
impossible to ration food, it is doubly 
important to cut off a big, tangible 
waste like this. It should be stopped 
and stopped now, before the farmers 
begin their planting. Otherwise we 
shall hear again next fall the super- 
ficial plea: "What are we to do with 
ull our barley and hops if we are to 
make no beer?” IaM us serve notice on 
the farmer right now to raise some- 
thing else thun barley and hops. 

But food conservation is only the 
beginning. We are as hard up for 
labor as we ure for food. At a time 
when wo have to produce incredible 
quantities of things not needed be- 
fore, we must withdraw from one to 
five million men the very pick of 
the lot. from productive industry. 
Roughly, we must add twenty per 
cent from our personnel, it can’t be 
done If we are to get the extra 
twenty per cent, we must trim off 
somewhere else, not twenty per cent, 
but forty per cent, it may he. The 
beer drinker will not be. should not 
be. the only one to sacrifice. The 
candy eater and many another must 
keep him company. But beer can be 
spared. We can win the war without 
it. ami that is the only question. 

Does some one object, this will 

throw men out of employment? Bo 


more gravitated to a few centers 
from which the bulky product is ship- 
ped thousands of miles. The traveler 
approaching Milwaukee or St. Louis 
will see long lines of special freight 
cars, even whole trains bearing the 
emblem of Pabst or Sclilitz or Anheu- 
er-Busch whose destination may be 
Florida or Seattle. The demand up- 
on transportation is enormous. Con- 
cede the utmost to the beverage, and 
we can not justify this demand at 
such a time. Call it innocent, but it 
will not munition our armies or win 
the war. Call it food, but it isn’t con- 
densed food. You might as well 
transport water melons to feed our 
soldiers. Of all the needless things 
that we must learn to spare, few tax 
so heavily this weakest and most 
vital instrument in our outfit. 

It is time to stop it, time to save 
the food, to save the Lbor. above all 
to savo the transportation of this 
huge iucubus upon our efficiency. 
It is time that every citizen, — not as 
a prohibitionist, but as a patriot. — 
should make known in unmistakable 
terms his decision that the thing 
must stop. Your congressman is 
listening. Speak up.

1 saw a letter to the Transcript a 
frw days ago by Mr. E. H. Baker of 
Cambridge in which he asserted that 
the American people were asleep, and 
that the kind of work to wake us was 
being wasted He referred to the at- 
trocities of German soldiers, and he 
saw no reasons why they should not 
be published, nor do 1. for something 
must be done to make our people re- 
alize the kinds of foes wo are con- 
tending against. If people will not 
attend such lectures as were given 
recently by Hr. Dwight Ilillis in Ford 
Hall, or read the reports of Lord 
Bryce they will remain in ignorance 
of the official dirty work of the Ger- 
man soldiers, commanded, aided and 
abetted by their officers. 

it would aggravate our people and 
vipur them on to the task ahead it 
would be work well done. It may be 
argued that we do not want our young 
people to hear of such barbaric ac- 
tions. but the nnswer is, that it is 
much better to read of them than to 
‘•experience them, and unless the 
vcountrv nwakes, we shall have the 
same bitter experiences that northern 
France and Belgium has had and is 
still going through. Our German 
friends in our midst will argue that 
these statements bear no official seal, 
but when Dr. Hillis recites what he 
saw with his own eyes, as hundreds of 
others have, the official seal is. not nec- 
essary. Of course, the reports of 
Lord Bryce are acknowledged as be- 
ing authentic. 

In connection with this let me quote 
from a New York Times the account 
of a recent meeting where Rev. Rob- 
ert Davis of the Red Cross told of 
what he had seen. Many people in 
Newton will remember him as “Rob 
Davis” a son of Rev. Wm. H. Davis a 
former pastor of Eliot Church.

CAMP FIRE GIRLS AND 
MT. GREYLOCK 

By ISABEL HORNIBROOK 
Author of "Girls of the Morning- 
Glory Camp Fire” 


“While there have been printed 
from time to time dread stories of the 
cutting off of the hands of little chil- 
dren by German soldiers who had tak- 
ing them as captives in the ruined 
villages of France and Belgium, there 
has always arisen a natural doubt 
that an atrocity so unspeakable could 
be true and. indeed, denials have usu- 
ally followed the repetition of the 
stories. 

Recently, however, fresh evidence 
that this appalling and devilish thing 
was done has been brought from the 
other side by the Rev. Robert Davis 
of the stafT of the Red Cross in this 
country, and who is now on a lecture 
tour through the country, with Henry 
P. Davison, chairman of that organi- 
zation. Mr. Davis lives in Palisade 
Avenue, Englewood, N. J., and at his 
home it was said that he had not only 
narrated his experiences in the theatre 
of war, but that he had photographs 
to substantiate what he said. 

The Englewood Press, on Oct. 20, 
had this to say concerning an address 
made by Mr. Davis in the Lyceum of 
that town. 

“He said he had been told that the 
stories of outrages perpetrated by the 
Germans were grossly exaggerated. 
'Why, you havn't been told one-third 
of it,’ said Mr. Davis. ‘There is no 
such thing as humanity or internation- 
al law’.’ 

"He told of outrages to women. He 
said that he had on the table before 
him a paper w’hich he would not read, 
which was a copy of orders found up- 
on a captured German soldier, orders 
from Berlin, telling him to go to the 
addresses there given and to call upon 
the women there, and of how in this 
manner the high birth rate of Germany 
was upheld. ‘In the performance of 
his duties abroad it fell to Mr. Davis’s 
lot to care for 700 children who had 
been under German tutelage. Some 
of these children, he said had lost 
their hands and arms, and when asked 
why her hands had been cut off one 
little girl answared him. explaining 
Bhe had made faces at a German offi- 
cer and been saucy, and so they had 
cut her hands off to make an ex- 
ample of her. Mr. Davis told of an 
instance in one town, which had been 
evacuated by the Germans, where a 
little girl had returned to her home 
after the Germans had left, and at the 
request of her grandmother had gone 
out to gather kindling wood for a fire. 

"She gathered the wood and made 
the fire, and w’hen the wood started to 
burn it exploded, so mangling her arm 
that it had to he amputated. They 
had bored a hollow in the kindling 
wood and loaded it with a high ex- 
plosive. Another instance was where 
a man had returned to his home after 
the Germans had quit and had picked 
up a handsome fountain pen which he 
found lying upon the mantel, putting 
it into his pocket. The next day he 
had occasion to use a pen and, re- 
membering the one he had found, 
withdrew the cap. There was a loud 
explosion and half of his face was 
blown away. This man lived, and it 
w r as from him that Mr. Davis learned 
the story. Mr. Davis said that these 
devilish acts cannot be eritized, for 
they are consistent with the German 
policy. 

“In Belgium they had stopped at . 
nothing in their determination to 
break the spirit of the Belgians. In 
one small village, of which the popu- 
lation of men was 100, they had taken 
.the men and by lot had placed fifty 
on one side of the street and fifty on 
the other, separating brothers, fathers, 
;and sons; then with machine guns 
mowed down one lot of fifty while the 
others looked on. 

“All but six of the doomed fifty were 
killed, and one of that six merely 
sustained a flesh wound upon his arm, 
but the wives of the fifty were made 
to take the bodies of their husbands, 
dig graves for them, and bury them. 
The wives of the six wounded were 
compelled to take their husbands and 
bury them alive, even the man who had 
been slightly scratched upon the arm."

THE QUESTIONNAIRE 

The Questionnaire which the War 
Dept, requires from every man in the 
registered draft, over 3400 of them in 
this city alone, will begin tomorrow 
when 5 per cent of the quota will be 
sent out, and 5 per cent every secu- 
lar day thereafter. Registrants must 
fill out these pamphlets and return 
them to the Local Exemption board 
within seven days from the time of 
mailing. 

In accordance with the request of 
the government, the lawyers residing 
in this city are organizing to render 
free assistance to the registrants in 
filling out the questionnaire. It is 
estimated that it will take about one 
hour to accomplish this and every 
registrant will receive a circular let- 
ter informing him of the names of the 
Newton lawyers who will render him 
this complimentary service.

Mrs. William Leighton’s paper told 
of German passion music before and 
leading up to Bach passion music. 
An illustration of the latter %yas given 
on the victrola, "My Heart Ever 
Faithful,” as sung by Louise Homer. 
Mrs. Leighton spoke of Bach’s name 
as being the greatest in all church 
music, although he composed all sorts 
of music, and was especially distin 
guished for the superiority of his 
work. Two victrola records from 
"Elijah” were much enjoyed, "It Is 
Enough,” and "0 Rest in the Lord.” 

Mrs. William Law ranee opened her 
paper with definitions of the mass 
and the requiem, and then proceeded 
to the especial subject, the Passion 
Play at Oherammergau. After de- 
scribing the place, the people, and 
their wonderful consecration to their 
parts, she gave a most interesting 


nnd detailed account of a particular I 
preaentation of the play given in the 
yonr *1900, when ahe and one other 
member of the club happened to ho 
preaent. At the dose of the paper 
other memhera felt almost ns though 
they thetnaelvea had aeon the won- 
derful drnmn ao graphically had it 
been portrnyed. 

There was n ahort husitieaa Roaaion 
nt Tuesday's mooting of the Woman’s 
Club of Newton Highlands, the presi- 
dent. Mrs. C. G. Wetherbce, presiding. 
Reports were given of the State Fed- 
eration meeting at Braintree, the Art 
Conference at the Art Museum, and 
on Food Conservation. Mrs. W. M. 
Leonard told of the successful party 
given the snilors last Saturday eve- 
ning nt the home of Mr. J. Weston 
Allen. It was voted to give a month- 
ly sunt for the use of Mrs. Leonard’s 
committee. 

Miss Bessie Talbot Salmon filled 
the rest of the afternoon with a most 
charming progrntn of "Folk Songs of 
Old France." Miss Salmon dressed 
to Illustrate the three parts of her 
program, mediaeval, peasant nnd 
French court costumes, which made 
a delightful accompaniment to her 
songs. Mrs. J. Angus Winter was at 
the piano and also played for Miss 
Mary Cooper, who gave violin groups 
between the songs. 

The next meeting will bo on Janu- 
ary 8, 1918. 

Dr. George H. Blakesleo of Clark 
University, Worcester, opened the 
course on Pan-Americanism at this 
week’s meeting of the Social Science 
Club with an exceedingly clear and 
comprehensive presentation of "The 
Monroe Doctrine.” He began by 
quoting various definitions of the Mon- 
roe Doctrine, which had come at vari- 
ous times to his attention. To some, 
it has a mysterious meaning, "like 
God or religion to a little child." The 
English have called it "an India rub- 
ber doctrine”. In reality the Monroe 
Doctrine sums up most of our atti- 
tude toward foreign nations and that 
attitude has vastly changed in the 
last live years. It has passed through 
four distinct phases. The first, was 
the simple, original setting forth of 
President Monroe, a defensive meas- 
ure that this hemisphere was closed 
to foreign colonization and any move 
upon the part of a forpign power to 
do that would be looked upon as an 
unfriendly act toward the United 
States. The second phase was that of 
paramount interest, the United States 
assuming a sort of tutelage over the 
other countries of this part of the 
world, an attitude which the Latin- 
Americans have resented. We have 
gradually developed Into the third 
phase, the Pan-American phase, that 
is of co-operating with the other 
countries, and now a new phase is 
dawning, the possibility of making the 
Monroe Doctrine a world doctrine, ex- 
tending it to every nation of the 
world. 

The speaker cited various times 
when the United States has attempted 
to enforce the doctrine and then 
analyzed the attitude of Europe to- 
ward it. At first England liked a part 
of it, for the past few years it has 
proved of great advantage to her in 
the West Indies, allowing her to re- 
move her troops from her colonies - 
there. To France it has been a 
guarantee of her possessions there. 
Germany alone has wanted colonies in 
this hemisphere, and frankly does not 
like it. 

Having studied in Germany and al- 
so having made a tour of South Amer- 
ica with the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce party, Dr. Blakeslee was 
able to give much first hand informa- 
tion of opinions expressed to him in 
the course of conversation, which 
were intensely interesting as well as 
enlightening. 

He stated that in South America 
there is no middle class, so those with 
whom wo have to deal are u smull 
proportion of the population, the up- 
per class— charming, delightful, cour- 
teous people possessing great social 
polish to whom the ordinary American 
appears crude. The education they 
gain from their schools and univer- 
sities enable them to speak three ,qr 
four languages, which tends to mu,k.e 
them look down upon the people of this 
country, who speak nothing but their 
own tongue. To these cultured peo- 
ple the Monroe Doctrine seems sort of 
impertinence and they resent our 
taking a superior attitude toward 
them, as one man put in “We don’t 
want a Papa.” Also they look upon 
us witli a sort of fear, lest "big fishes 
swallow little fishes." Of the simple 
original statement of the doctrine 
they entirely approve and if treated 
upon a basis of equality and co-op- 
eration, they will respond cordially. 
All depends upon the basis upon 
which our attitude toward them rests.

THE WAR-SAVINGS PLAN 
IN BRIEF 


The war-savings plan provided for 
In the bond act of September 24, 1917, 
goes into operation Monday, Decem- 
ber 3. Government certificates of in- 
debtedness are to be sold in two de- 
nominations — thrift stamps costing 25 
cents each and war-savings stamps 
costing from $4.12 to $4.23, according 
to date of purchase. 

When $4 worth of thrift stamps are 
obtained a war-savings stamp can be 
secured in exchange for them by pay- 
ing the difference between $4 and the 
current price of the war-savings 
stamp. 

War-savings stamps can be pur- 
chased for $4.12 during the months of 
December, 1917, and January, 1918, 
but will cost 1 cent more for each 
succeeding month in the year 1918. 
They are redeemable on January 1, 
1923, for $5, which amounts to 4 per 
cent on the amount invested com- 
pounded quarterly. 

Although these investments do not 
mature until January 1, 1923, on 10 
days’ written notice after January 1, 
1918, such certificates will be re- 
deemed by postmasters at their cost

KNITTING 

To the Editor of the Graphic: — 

As "wo are all knitting. — knit— knit 
— knitting,” It fa Interesting to look 
forward a little and see what Is going 
to become of our work. We buy the 
most expensive wool and we spend 
precious hours, and finally the sweat- 
er is finished. In times of peace it 
would be worn as an extra garment, 
but would not be considered as suit- 
able for rough usage and might wear 
quite a long time. But as I see our 
soldiers using them, they seem to me 
to be almost wasted. Worn outside 
other garments, they will soon become 
frayed and torn; the khaki is coarse 
and rough, and thoso heavy wide belts 
loaded with canteen and heavy arti- 
cles will wear out the sweater In a 
week’s time. 

Who is going to repair them and 
what will become of them? 

In this Indian summer weather, if 
a sweater is used and acceptable what 
will the soldiers be wearing in zero 
weather? 

20,000 sweaters made with so much 
pains and using so much good wool 
should not be thrown away after a 
few weeks’ wearing. 

Cannot some arrangement be made 
so that the sweaters shall be returned 
to the Red Cross and the wool used 
over again to make warm under gar- 
ments for heavier weather? 

It has seemed to me a real waste to 
make these expensive garments for 
the soldiers, and I hope something 
more useful will be devised. 

In early days we wore what was 
called a cloud! It was really a long 
wide strip of heavy woolen cloth like 
the mufflers we are knitting, but of 
tight w'eave without air holes. We 
used it around and around the neck 
and ears and chest and it was a great 
comfort. 

So many women are patting them- 
selves on the back and saying proudly, 
"I have learned to knit. Yes, for the 
soldiers.” 

It seems pitiful to me. 

And then about the stockings. 

Our men have never worn woolen 
stockings. Many people cannot bear 
them, and yet hours and hours are 
spent knitting those heavy socks and 
who will mend them and what will 
become of the good wool when they 
can be no longer worn? 

There are heavy outside leggings 
which can be made on a knitting ma- 
chine, or even of cloth and elastic 
which could be made and will be much 
needed by and by in the snow. These 
could be made of the same cloth as the 
mufflers and would take far less time 
to make, and would cost a great deal 
less money. 

It is a terribly dangerous thing to 
take these young men from their 
steam heated homes and offices, wear- 
ing woolen vests, trousers and coats, 
with heavy and light overcoats, with 
silk stockings and fine wool under 
wear and put them into these coarse 
garments and expose them to all 
weathers. Pneumonia is not yet con- 
quered by any inoculation, nor is tu 
herculosis, and the boys cannot be 
dressed too warm. Let us not spend 
our time on frills and counting stitch- 
es, but make garments which will be 
of actual use in the cold days coming.

CIGARETTES MAY BE DANGER- 

OUS 

We have been n«ked to reprint the 
following item from the Boston Ad- 
vertiser. Our readers should hear in 
mind that the Tobacco Fund which 
wo are promoting In this city i« de- 
signed for the men actually fighting 
at the front and not for men in the 
hospitals. 

London, November 14. Army sur- 
geons display growing uneasiness on 
the subject of excessive cigarette 
smoking among wounded and conva- 
lescent soldiers. Kindly people 
shower cigarettes upon men who are 
struggling back to health, and by this 
means, say the doctors, retard recov- 
ery and even do permanent injury to 
health. 

The report of a London Military 
Hospital superintendent says: "No- 
body objects to an invalid smoking 
three or four cigarettes a day, but 
there is grave danger in 15 or 20. A 
patient returning to hospital after a 
day’s leave is often found with an ir- 
regular pulse due to too much cigar- 
ette smoking. This interferes with 
sleep and leads to a general lowering 
of vitality. The public should re- 
member that a convalescent soldier 
is more like a young boy than a 
grown man in his power of resist- 
ing nicotine.”

BEWARE OF RATS 


A large gray rat, his body thick 
with slime squeezed through the bars 
of the sewer opening and wended his 
w’ay up Walnut Street. He nosed 
along the bricked wall of a house and 
finally disappeared through an open 
cellar window. 

The rat is a most efficient agent of 
waste and destruction. Anything we 
can do to render his existence more 
precarious and difficult will be effec- 
tive aid to the conservation move- 
ment. 

As far as possible, see that every- 
thing on your premises that a rat can 
eat or drink is inaccessible to him. 
Have cellars, grain bins, and garbage 
cans tightly closed and rat proof. If 
rats are on your premises, make vig- 
orous war upon them with traps and 
poisons. 

If you know of breeding places in 
city dumps or buildings in your 
neighborhood, report them to the 
Newton Board of Health. 

For expert information on the life 
history and habits of rats and ways of 
exterminating them write to the 
Massachusetts Board of Agriculture, 
the United States Board of Agricul- 
ture, or the United States Board of 
Health.

The New England Red Cross is to 
furnish one-half, and the N. E. Surgi- 
cal Dressings Committee is to ussist 
them. 

Already the Newton Branch is 
working on the speciul dressings in- 
tending to do its utmost.

TO SAVE BABIES 

An effort to save all the babies in 
every community In the State, to re- 
duce the infant mortality to its lowest 
limit is the keynote of the new move- 
ment for the conservation of child 
life which is being developed by a 
State committee recently appointed 
by the Commissioner of Health, Hr. Al- 
lan J. McLaughlin. The American 
Red Cross is represented on this com- 
mittee by Mrs. William II. Lothrop of 
Newtonville, director of the New Eng- 
land Division of Red Cross and the 
Women’s Council of National De- 
fence by Mrs. Nathaniel Thayer. 

The emphasis of this pioneer public 
health work will be focussed on the 
first five years of child life with par- 
ticular attention to the establishment 
of milk stations, well baby clinics, and 
supervision of mothers during the pre- 
natal and postnatal period. 

The State Committee is sending into 
the field eight child welfare super- 
visors, one into each health district 
to make a preliminary survey of in- 
fant mortality and to learn just what 
he actual health conditions are in each 
locality. Miss Ellen M. Atchison, 
child welfare supervisor of the south 
midland health district, graduate of 
St. Lukes Hospital. New Bedford, also 
a trained public health worker, is in 
Newton at the present time and in 
cooperation with the local board of 
health and all agencies doing child 
welfare work is making a study of 
conditions here. 

As this is a state wide movement 
every city and town in the State will 
be surveyed and as each special prob- 
lem is learned the State Committee 
will recommen.d the solution of this 
problem and suggest ways and means 
by which the babies in each individu- 
al locality can have what they need. 

As far as possible a local commit- 
tee for child welfare work will bo ap- 
pointed in every city and town and 
this committee will work in coopera- 
tion with the State child welfare sup- 
ervisor who represents the State com- 
mittee. •

A very dear lady in Newtonville 
sends me the Christian Register, but 
what is more important to the boys 
in general here is the fact that she 
writes letters so brave, so full of help 
and cheer, that many a homesick lad 
has expressed in his own way the 
gratitude he felt. 

As I have seen camp life unfold 
through journeying around to report 
for newspapers, I have come to re- 
gard good letters as very sacred 
property. Many a man has been 
ashamed to go to the city to do the 
things he had been planning to do, 
when the afternoon mail has brought 
in a good strong letter, a hand put 
into the monotony of camp life to 
help and save. 

It occurred to me that you might he 
willing to publish this letter. In it 1 
want to make an appeal to the people 
of the churches to run through the 
list of men who have enlisted and 
send them letters. Clippings of any- 
thing from baseball scores to relig- 
ious tracts arc scanned with interest, 
and that homesick feeling gets less of 
a chance to start, for homesickness 
finds work for idle minds to do, and 
it is very unpleasant work that the 
mind does when there is little outlook 
for its immediate occupation. Men 
who never wrote a letter before are 
only too glad to have someone to 
write to, someone to whom, speaking 
crudely, they may “blow of( steam."

TO BENEFIT SOLDIERS AND 
SAILORS 


Congressman William H. Carter has 
introduced two bills in Congress In 
behalf of the soldiers and sailors. 

The first bill provides that any sol- 
dier or sailor may use the malls free. 
Under the provisions of Congressman 
Carter’s hill the Postmaster General 
is authorized to make the regulations 
governing this free use of the mail by 
our soldiers and sailors. At present 
this privilege is only enjoyed by the 
men at present on foreign soil. 

The second bill allows soldiers and 
sailors in uniform to ride on the rail- 
road trains of this country without 
paying a war tax. 

Congressman Carter jntroduced 
these bills as the result of his visits to 
Ayer, Framingham and Boxford. 
While at these camps he interviewed 
many men and found that it was a 
real hardship in many cases for them 
to obtain money for postage stamps, 
and also to pay the excess war tax on 
railroad tickets. 

When a man first goes into camp It 
is neurly two months before he re- 
ceives any pay. Congressman Carter 
intends to make an ac tive fight in be- 
half of these two bills, and has al- 
ready the support of a large number 
of other Congressmen.

Behold the Ides of March, nearly 
2000 years since the death of Caesar: 
the present world population h 200"' 
greater than at the time of Caesar. 
He endeavored to conquer the world. 

At the height of his military activi- 
ties less than one half of the world 
was at war. Now, in this supposed 
Christianized era, over S5'^ of the 
civilized world is at war. 

Shortly after the death of Christ, 
and about tho time <>r Oaeaar, st. 
John wrote the Revelations. In the 
Revelations we will find a prophecy 
which foretells of the present Euro- 
pean and world conflict, of its dura- 
tion, its magnitude and even the re- 
sult. In Revelations we find the fu- 
ture of tho world foretold. 

In the year 1600 there lived a priest, 
called Brother .Johannes. He foretold 
this war, but his prophesy is more de- 
tailed than that in Revelations. It 
will be interesting to quote from the 
two: see how they have been fulfilled 
and how the present conditions point 
to the probability of the fulfillment of 
these predictions in the coming years. 

In the Bible the two contending 
forces are referred to as the I^amh 
and the Beast. The Beast represent- 
ing all that is frightful and violent, 
while the Umb is typified as the per- 
sonification of Truth, Mercy and Jus- 
tice. 

In deciphering the allegory of Bro- 
ther Johannes, it must be remembered I 
that France is represented by a Cock. 
England by a leopard, Russia by a 
White Eagle, Germany by a Black I 
Eagle and Austria by a Twin Eagle. ! 
while the Lamb again stands for Mer- 
cy, Truth and Justice. 

Brother Johannes writes as follows: 
"Before the year 2000 the Anti- 
Christ will be manifest. His army 
will surpass in numbers all that can 
be imagined. The army of the Anti- 
Christ will come from the* country of 
Luther and will be led by fury." 

In the Bible the leader of the Beast 
is referred to as having a withered 
member and that every one in his i 
army will be marked. Curiously 
enough the Kaiser is from the country! 
of Luther, and he has a withered mem- j 
her, his right arm being six inches 
shorter than his left. Every man in 
his army is marked by the crop of his j 
head. 

Brother Johannes continues: 

"There will be Christians among 
his legions and there will be Moham- 
medans and Savages among the de- 
fenders of the I ^mb. For the first 
time there will not be a single spot in 
the Christian world that will not be 
red, for blood will flow in the domains 
of the four elements at once: in the 
air, on the earth, on the water and un- 
der the water. 

‘The Black Eagle (Germany) will 
throw' himself on the Cock (France) 
on the one side and will strike the 
White Eagle (Russia) on the north. 
The Cock (France) will lose many 
feathers. He w’ould soon be crushed 
were it not for the help of the Leo- 
pard (England) and his claws. The 
Black Eagle (Germany) will invade 
the country of the Cock up to the mid 
die of it, from this point he will be 
beaten back. 

'The White Eagle (Russia) will sur- 
prise the Black Eagle and the Twin 
Eagle (Austria) by invading the entire 
country from one end to the other. 
The Black Eagle (Germany) will thus 
see himself forced to liberate the Cock 
(France) in order to fight the White 
Eagle, w'hich will give the Cock 
strength to pursue the Black Eagle in 
the country of the Anti-Christ. There 
will be much disturbance in the land 
of the White Eagle (Russia) which 
will give him new strength. 

“The battles fought up to this will 
be nothing compared to those that will 
take place in the country of Luther, 
for the defenders of the Lamb will to- 
gether pour in the fire of their censors 
fury which will subdue the Anti- 
Christ. 

The defenders of the Lamb will 
order the extermination of the Anti- 
Christ. When the Beast sees that he 
has lost he will become furious and for 
many months the beak of the White 
Eagle (Russia), the claws of the Leo- 
pard (England) and the spurs of the 
Cock (France) will furiously strike 
him. 

"The armies of the Lamb will cross 
rivers filled with the bodies of the slain 
and in some places these bodies will 
change the course of the waters. 

“Only the men of noble families, the 
princes and the leading commanders 
will be buried, because to the carnage 
made by the armies will be added the 
wholesale deaths of those who will die 
of hunger and pest during the last 
months of the war. 

“The Anti-Christ will ask many times 
for peace, but the Lamb will grant 
peace only on the condition that the 
Anti-Christ be crushed like straw on 
the barn floor.

"Joyful will those be. who escaping ( | 
the perils of this period, will be eu- 1 
abled to enjoy the fruits of the reign 
of the Spirit. This will be the purg- 
ing of humanity which cuu come only 
by tlte defeat of the Anti-Christ. 

"There will be left no empires or 
kingdoms, but the world will form a I 
Federation of Nations. There will re | 
main four great giants, the Anglo 
Saxon, tlte Latins, the Slavs and the 
Mongolians.”

reduced, and as the last nation came 
into the fold, only a mere police force 
would be necessary. Economic pres- 
sure, he believed, would bring in the 
nations who nt first remained outside 
the alliance. 

Ho declared that after the war, 
things were going to be either bettor 
or worse, and If we learn nothink 
from this war except to remain armed 
to the teeth and continue on the old 
competitive theory of past years, then 
the war gains us nothing. We should 
move forward and work along the 
lines proposed by the League to En- 
force Peace. 

Some Idea of the skepticism of the 
audience could bo gathered from the 
fact that only four questions were 
asked the speaker. 

Dr. H3lt said that it did^not.aid. the 
enemy to discuss peace as the League 
definitely states that the war must be 
won before its ideas are to be pressed. 

He did not believe that we were 
violating tho Monroe doctrine by en- 
tering the war, as nothing is said in 
that doctrine about our entering Eu- 
ropean affairs, except by implication. 

Germany, ho believed, could only 
gain an accredited standing in such 
a League of Nations, when the Ger- 
man "people showed tho right spirit. 
He believed that all Germans would 
bo heartily hated for at least a gen- 
eration to come. 

He was unable to answer the ques- 
tion whether or not Germany "would 
stay put.” Either Germany would be 
in or out, and If Germany wins "good 
night.” 

The next Forum will be held Jan. 
13. with Lieut. Bruno Rosellt of the 
Italian army as the speaker.

Board of Aldermen Again Debate Matter ot 
Junk Licenses 


The last regular meeting of the 
^ board of aldermen of 1917 was held 
' Monday evening, President Bernard 
'Early leaving a sick bed in order to 
preside, hut was unable to stay thru- 
out the entire session. The only mem- 
bers absent were Aldermen Harrimnn 
and Tuttle. 

' Hearings were held on Edison poles 
on Walnut street, Newtonville, and on 
an Edison conduit in Hovcy street, 
/ both of which were subsequently 
granted. 

Mayor Childs sent in the reappoint- 
' ment of George U. Pulsifer, as a mem- 
ber of the Board of Appeal for three 
years, and the appointment of Flor- 
ence Geegan as a public weigher. The 
t Mayor also sent in many recommend- 
C ations for additional appropriations. 
>tho more important being $2500 for 
Snow and Ice, $1500 for collection of 
ashes, and $1500 for Mothers’ Aid, all 
of which were approved save that of 
$3000 for overcoats for the Newton 
Constabulary. 

The Street Commissioner reported 
the completion and cost of work on 
Moffat road. $10,819.59, Carver road 
/ extension $2209.65, Brewster road 
$1785.62, Hale street $2988.87, Cali- 
fornia street, curbing, $2783.26, West 
street curbing $2513.98, and Ricker 
road sidewalk, $401.10. The School 
•Committee requested separate heating 
for the library room in the Hyde 
School and City Clerk Grant reported 
the result of the recent city election. 
,/ The Mayor also recommended an 
amendment to the preferential voting 
law of the city to allow a third choice 
where there were but 3 candidates for 
office. 

Petition of the telephone Company 
for attachments on Lexington street 
and of various persons for private 
garages were granted. A petition was 
‘received for laying out. of Kent road, 
' Waban, under the betterment law, and 
from J. A. Tuscher for damages to 
clothing caused by protruding nail in 
a tree. 

An invitation was rtfteived from the 
Board of Trade to attend its meeting 
on Tuesday evening. 

4 Betterment assessments of Georgia 
A. Chase, Norwood avenue, and Lena 
G. Anderson, Playstoad road were ap- 
portioned. 

On recommendation of committees, 
leave to withdraw was granted Nich- 
olas Tocci and Jenaro Guido for pool 
room at 108 Oak street, to Philip B. 
‘Long for a public garage in Nonan- 
tum square, and to G. W. Turner for 
,/a jitney license at Upper Falls. The 
Newton Garage and Auto Company 


was authorized to increase its storage 
of gasoline on Brook street to 2000 
gallons, R. M. McClelland was grant- 
ed a taxi cab license, the Edison Com- 
pany was granted a pole on Norwood 
avenue, the Gas Light Company per- 
mit to open up certain streets for gas 
mains, and a few small claims and 
that of Mrs. T. F. Newey for $300 were 
granted. 

Alderman Hollis opposed the ma- 
jority report of leave to withdraw’ on 
petition of N. Lipschitz for a license 
as a wholesale junk dealer. He stated 
that Mr. Lipschitz was now doing sub- 
stantially the same work but acting 
ns the agent for a Boston dealer. 
He wns a taxpayer and entitled to do 
this business on his own account. Al- 
dermen Price and Carter opposed 
granting any additional junk licenses. 
Alderman Clark said that the present 
rule of refusing any additional li- 
censes seemed w’ise. Alderman Mur- 
phy said that if the conditions im- 
posed In the motion of Alderman Hol- 
lis could be enforced he w’ould favor 
the license and Alderman Hapgood 
spoke strongly in favor of Mr. Lip- 
schitz. The motion to grant the li- 
cense was defeated and the committee 
report accepted. 

There was another debate on the 
matter of accepting Chapter 293 of 
the acts of 1916, authorizing the grant- 
ing of licenses for jitneys and to im- 
pose certain conditions. The order 
wns favored by Alderman Blake as 
granting the aldermen authority to 
license jitneys if they chose and the 
order was passed with but one vote in 
opposition. 

The License committee reported 
that no action w r as necessary on the 
request of Chief of Police Mitchell 
that the junk license of Morris Green- 
wald be revoked. 

The distribution of the income of 
the Kenrick Fund for 1917 was au- 
thorized. 

Alderman Blake exhibited samples 
of proposed street traffic signs and 
asked for criticisms. 

Alderman Allen repored progress 
from the committee on Bathhouse on 
Crystal Lake. 

A sew’er w’as authorized in Common- 
wealth avenue at Chestnut Hill and 
various orders for minor matters 
passed without debate. 

Aldermen Early, Clark, and Angier 
w’ere appointed a committee to ar- 
range for the annual dinner of the 
board which will be held on invitation 
of Alderman Harriman. 

The session of the board was inter-

FAPOKS ZONE SYSTEM 


Editor Graphic, 

Dear Sir: — 

Regarding the trolley situation in 
the Newtons, is not the zone system 
of payment the logical one for these 
conditions? We try to get what we 
pay for in other transactions, and oft- 
times pay for more than we get, but 
the idea of a six-cent fare from New- 
ton to Newtonville (one mile) and 
seven cents from Needham to Water- 
town seems like “crowding the 
mourners” — rather incongruous, as it 
were. Possibly the roads were orig- 
inally purchased for more than they 
were worth, and perhaps stock was 
issued against such purchase, despite 
the Public Service Commission which 
is presumably supposed to check up 
such transactions. 

It may he that In past years the offi- 
cials have “milked” the consolidation 
too much — or that mismanagement 
has brought about the present situa- 
tion. But why should we pay now for 
these past errors (let us call them). 
If the road Is reorganized, under a 
receivership, if necessary, and capi- 
talized on an equitable and just basis, 
there should he no difficulty in secur- 
ing a fair return with the zone sys- 
tem of payment.

It is a campaign to 
mnke it possible for America to send 
out word on Christmas Eve, to its sol- 
diers and sailors “Those who are at 
home have enrolled by the millions to 
see to it you have the comfort and the 
rare that is your due while you fight 
our battles for us.” 

In this campaign it Isn’t the dollars 
that count, hut the men and women 
behind the dollars, the men and wo- 
men who give a dollar each for a 
year’s membership in the American 
Red Cross which has been truly called 
“the noblest organization in the world 
for carrying on the work of aiding 
and helping those who need to he com- 
forted and cared for." 

It is an organization to which men 
of all creeds belong and in which men 
and women of all creeds are workers. 
VvS membership includes cardinals, 
bishops, priests, ministers and rab- 
bis. It is trying now, in this time of 
war, to enlist the American people in 
order that all may have a share in the 
work of caring for those who are 
fighting freedom’s battles, for keeping 
them in comfort while they are well, 
and for caring for them, nursing them 
and helping them in their fights to 
live when they are wounded or ill. 

A slogan of the Red Cross is "‘Wear 
the khaki, the blue or the Red Cross 
button.” A wearer of any one of 
these three has the right to feel that 
he or she is doing something to win 
the war, and in Newton there ought to 
be more than ten thousand of those 
at home, anxious and willing enough 
to do something for America, to pay 
one dollar a year to be a member of 
the American Red Cross. 

If by chance the canvassers have 
not yet enrolled you as ft member and 
given you your button and your Red 
Cross service flag, telephone to the 
Newton Branch of the Red Cross,

Coach "Allie" Dickinson and follow- 
ers of the Newton High football team 
of 1917 are more than satisfied with 
the showing of the Orange and Black 
eleven this season, which recently 
closed with the league contest with 
Brookline High, the former winning 
by an overwhelming score of 43 to 0. 
Although defeated only once this sea- 
son. by a team that is now the lending 
claimant for the championship of the 
state, Medford High. Newton High has 
made a showing that no other team 
from the Garden City has made in pre- 
vious years. The schedule this year 
called for one of the hardest list of 
games that has ever been arranged, 
and the hoys showed that they were 
equal to the task. Watertown High 
was the only team that could have 
been called inferior to others before 
the game started. 

The season was ushered in by meet- 
ing Everett High on Claflin Field on 
September 22, and fans attending that 
game were not disappointed for both 
teams fought forty-four minutes to a 
scoreless tie. 

Watertown fell an easy victim to the 
tune of 41 to 0, Captain Garritv mak- 
ing his initial appearance, and as a 
result scored touchdowns freely. This 
game served as good practice for the 
coming game with Medford High, 
which was played at Medford. This 
was the only setback that Newton re- 
ceived this year, which also knocked 
them out of the running for the state 
honors. Newton gained some honor 
in this game, as Captain Garrity 
proved to he the only opponent of all 
Medford’s opponents this year to cross 
their goal line. The final score was 12 
to 7, with Newton on the short end. 

The holiday game was with Hunt- 
ington, and the Back Bay Boys were 
defeated 25 to 7. The contest with 
Somerville the following week was a 
thriller, and the Orange and Black 
again triumphed after a hard strug- 
gle with a gix-polnt margin. 

Newton then next tackled Boston 
English, another team that was 
thought would lower the former’s 
standard, hut was swept off their feet 
by a 27 to 7 defeat. Tackling another 
Boston contingent the next week in 
Boston College High, proved to be a 
close game, and the Old Gold and Ma- 
roon players lost out by the one 
point margin after the goal was failed 
to be kicked. Score: 7 to 6. 

Lynn Classical, headed by Coach 
Boyson, and one of the strongest 
teams from that district, attempted to 
score on Newton, hut the score of 33 
to 0 in favor of Newton proved that 
the Dickinson plan of coaching and 
his strong scoring machine was far 
superior in all departments of the 
game than the Shoe City lads. 

November 17, 1917, will go down in 
Newton’s history as the first time 
that its representative school football 
eleven tasted victory over their dear- 
est rivals, Waltham High. The score 
of this contest was 22 to 13, with Cap-

THE TOBACCO KI M) 

American soldiers are now In 
Franco. More are going every week. 
They’ll soon he up in the front 
trenches fighting. They need a 
Rnioke now and then to make things 
a little iWoro comfortable for them, to 
ease their nerves after a terrible day 
under terrific bombardment. 

“Our Boys in Franco Tobacco 
Fund," has been organized to furnish 
tobacco to the soldiers. Every dollar 
you contribute buys four packages of 
tobacco, each with a retail value of 
45 cents. In each package is a post- 
card addressed to the person who 
paid for it. The soldier accepting the 
package will send his thanks on the 
card to his friend back home. 

The Medical Journal, writing of to- 
bacco, says in a recent issue: 

"Some of the clergymen of Los An- 
geles object to the distribution of to- 
bacco among the soldiers nt the front 
by the Red Cross society. While the 
grounds for this objection are not 
stated in the newspaper reports, they 
can easily be inferred. It is hardly 
likely that they will carry any weight 
with the Red Cross authorities. The 
intense nervous strain imposed by the 
conditions at the front in the present 
war requires that everything possible 
should be done to allay nervous irri- 
tation. 

"Amusements for the men when re- 
lieved of duty at the immediate front 
are recognized as an important factor 
in preventing neurosis. Many of the 
men in the army are confirmed smok- 
ers. and to deny these men tobacco is 
to induce a degree of nervous irrita- 
tion which will materially militate 
against their efficiency. 

"It would be the height of folly, 
both from a medical and a military 
standpoint, to deny tobacco to the 
men at the front. Much to their cred- 
it, the women of Ix>s Angeles who are 
prominent in relief work practically 
unanimously favor providing tobacco 
along with other comforts for men at 
the front.”

i bunch of men here. It was a funny 
j sensation for us the first time we| 
“rode" the old gun. but we nre get- 
j ting accustomed to it slowly, and if 
this battery doesn’t make a good 
showing when it goes up to shake 
hands with Fritz I will miss my 
guess. The more we see of these 
Germans the more determined we are 
to get them.

A note or two about the leading 
players that were mainstays through- 
out the year is fitting here. McCoy, 
Bryson, Davidson and Doherty han- 
dled the end positions. This quartet 
although not as strong as the Hnrris- 
Brison combination of three years 
ago. showed their wonderful knowl- 
edge of the game. Doherty, tackle of 
last year's team was shifted, with the 
result that ho wns one of the leading 
end men in interscholastic ranks. 

Champagne. Gulian and Fried all 
played a slashing game at tackle and 
were gluttons for work. Spaulding. 
McGrath. Pope and Mohr held down 
the guard positions and were stone- 
wall combinations for offsetting plays 
through the center. 

Mentioning the pivotal position Ma- 
comber and Slater alternated with the 
former doing the bulk of the work. 
Macomber proved to be one of the 
leading offensive and defensive cen- 
ters in schoolboy ranks this year, and 
was outpassod only by the wonder- 
ful work of Herbert Treat, of Somer- 
ville, who gained nil interscholastic 
honors for the second time in succes- 
sion. 

Merrill Nutting, the quarter back, 
was again one of the shining lights 
of this machine. His adept judgment 
of nlays, snappy fashion in calling 
off the signals, added to his fleet foot- 
edness in running back punts, ena- 
bled him to be worthy of what praise 
was coming to him. 

The back field members we r e all 
strong carriers of the ball and 
proved to be the undoing of teams 
that were thought to be able to de- 
feat the Newton lads. Hughes, end 
last season, was shifted to the back- 
field, and Coach Dickinson wqs not 
altogether disappointed for this three 
letter man was one of the continuous 
stars throughout the season. He also 
featured with his punting and drop- 
kicking. Ryan, joined the squad in 
September and easily gained a regu- 
lar berth as a backfield member. 
Other members that worked well as 
backs were Robert Garrity, brother of 
the captain, McCarthy and Hargedon. 

Last but not least to mention of the 
prominent Newton stars is Capt. 
Henry Garrity, without a doubt the 
leading schoolboy fullback in the 
state this season.

After the editors, the paper manu- 
facturers make the most money out of 
the newspaper business — and it would 
be much better for the newspaper 
business if the paper manufacturers 
were not after the editors. One of 
the saddest things in an editor’s life 
is that ho has to help keep the paper 
manufacturers from starving to death 

Editors are said to mould public 
opinion. We have often wondered 
why public opinion was so mouldy. 

Most public men are made by news- 
papers, which is one of the greatest 
objections to newspapers. 

The freedom of the press is one of 
the grandest heritages left to us by 
the fathers who founded our republic, 
but the freedom of many presses is 
badly dogged by mortgages, advertis- 
ing contracts and other attachments. 

Real editors have to lie horn. For 
that matter, however, so do other peo- 
ple. 

An editor never knows before he 
goes into the business what he knows 
after he gets in. If he did, he would 
not go in. 

That is why an editor is.

Lnst week Wednesday evening the 
Newton Club gave its first concert of 
the season. An nudience that com- 
pletely filled the club auditorium 
greeted the artists Heinrich Geb- 
hnrd, the noted pianist, nssisted by 
Marthn Atwood Baker, soprano, with 
James Ecker, accompanist.

I’D PREVENT FIRES AT THE 
HOLIDAY SEASON 


In line with the general movement 
for fire prevention, with which the 
Chamber has long been closely iden- 
tified. John A. O’Keefe, Fire Preven- 
tion Commissioner, has issued the fol- 
lowing “Holiday Fire Bulletin,” out- 
lining a number of “dont’s” to be ob- 
served at the Christmas season: 

“Do not decorate your Christinas 
tree with paper, cotton or any other 
inflammable material. Use metallic 
tinsel and other non-inflammable dec- 
orations only. 

“Do not use cotton to represent 
snow. If you must have snow use 
powdered inica or asbestos fibre. 

“I>o not permit children to light or 
relight the candles while parents are 
not present. They frequently set lire 
to their clothing instead. Electrical 
illumination is safer. 

“Do not leave matches within reach 
of children ut holiday time. Candles 
are meant to be lighted, and if the 
children can get matches they will 
experiment with them. They imitate 
their elders. 

“Do not allow trees to remain in 
side buildings after the holidays. The 
tree itself ignites readily when nee-

“Christmas this yenr comes on 
Tuesday, which is one of the dnys wo 
have asked to lie observed as a fish 
day. It Is u well known custom to 
have many reunions and family gath- 
erings on that day, and as it is not 
the desire of the Food Board to work 
any unnecessary hardships on any- 
body, or interfere in uny way with 
uny innocent pleasures, I um asking 
the hotels, restaurants, clubs, pri- 
vate nnd public institutions, und 
householders to observe Wednesday, 
December 20th as fish day, instead of 
Tuesday, December 25th,” snys State 
Food Administrator Henry B. Endl- 
cott in a statement bearing on Christ- 
inas practices. 

“Everybody can realize the import- 
ance of the two meatless days when 
I tell them thnt in one month in 
Massachusetts the hotels nnd restau- 
rants alone saved 1,281,040 pounds of 
incut. 

“When we add the savings made by 
the clubs, private and public Institu- 
tions, and householders it would 
amount. If conservatively estimated, 
to very much more than double the 
ubove amount. 

“We must not relax our efforts In 
any way to Increase the available 
supply of meats, and therefore I can- 
not impress too strongly on every- 
body the fact that we must not lose 
even one fish day, and because 
Christmas comes on Tuesday, it Is 
absolutely Imperative thnt we ob- 
serve the Wednesday following as n 
fish day. 

"When we consider that from all 
sources in one month we have saved 
fully 3,000,000 pounds of meat, tho 
'people of Massachusetts have a right 
to feel that they have contributed a 
little something toward the comfort 
of the brave men who are fighting 
for us. 

“When I asked the people of Mas- 
sachusetts to observe two meatless 
days and two no white bread days, 1 
think some people felt that lt was 
more or less a fad or a notion, or a 
feeling that we ought to be doing 
something; but when one considers 
the above result and adds to lt that 
In one month we have saved about 
25,000 barrels of wheat flour, it does 
away with the feeling thnt “we ought 
to he doing something” and gives us 
all the feeling that we are doing 
something. 

“I think it is perfectly proper for 
me to say to the people of Massachu- 
setts thnt I do not believe there is n 
State in the Union where the inhabi- 
tants are more glnd and willing to 
carry out any suggestion made by the 
Food Administration which we be- 
lieve will bring this war to a success- 
ful close. 

“I think It perfectly proper to say 
to the people of Massachusetts thnt 1 
appreciate their co-operation nnd 
their willingness te help. Without 
this volunteer work on their part our 
committee could have accomplished 
very little. 

“I have received many Inquiries ns 
to what I should advise In regurd to 
making Christinas presents. I would 
not for a moment presume to tell the 
people of Massachusetts how they 
should conduct themselves in regard 
to making presents except I have 
had so many inquiries I feel it per- 
fectly reasonable for me to say thnt 
my belief is that everybody wl*o can 
nfford to should spend ns much 
money nt Christinas ns ever before. I 
believe they should use Judgment ns 
to what they should spend it for, and 
I believe they should In every in- 
stance make these presents to people 
less fortunate than themselves. 

“Also I know thnt those who can 
afford It will not forget their own sol- 
dier boys, hut remember there are 
many soldier boys whose friends nnd 
relatives may not he In position to 
send them presents. 

"If we do lids, I believe we, our- 
selves, shall enjoy this coming 
Christmas more than ever before, and 
I am dead certain that the recipients 
of these gifts will have a happier 
Christinas than they have ever had. 

“There is also a much broader 
question that is continually put up to 
me, and that is the economy side of 
tills war. I refer to the wise spend- 
ing of money by Individuals. Our 
President has made the statement 
that we should bend our effort In this 
country toward full productivity. It 
is not at all clear to me how we can 
produce to tho limit without the peo- 
ple who can afford it spending money, 
neither 1 b it clear to me how, unless 
we do spend money and create a de- 
mand for staple goods and allow' our 
large industries and our large stores 
to thrive, are these people going to 
have the monoy to give to the Gov- 
ernment to help carry on this war. 

“The Government should have the 
first call for everything, — the first 
call for men, women and brains, the 
first call for machinery and materials, 
and the first call for tnoney. 

“It Is my Judgment that we shall 
be In better shape to furnish the 
Government with all these by indi- 
vidually doing all* wo can to keep the 
wheels of Industry moving, and un- 
less we, who can afford lt, spend our 
money liberally, there is bound to be 
big suffeilng amongst those who are 
not so fortunate. 

“In my Judgment, by so doing, we 
In no way interfere with the neces- 
sary and important conservation which 
is so essential to win this war."

EDITORIAL 


— o — 

The board of aldermen in following 
to the extreme a rule that is only 
good in a general way. has undoubt- 
edly worked an injustice on one of 
our citizens of foreign birth. Some 
years ago. when this city was flooded 
with men who wanted licenses to col- 
lect junk from house to house, the 
'City government adopted the wise pol- 
icy of limiting the number to be 
granted. The rule has worked well 
in practise and has served as a har- 
rier to persons living in other com- 
munities who wished to collect junk 
in Newton. In the beginning this 
rule was designed to keep down the 
number of junk wagons passing thru 
our streets and soliciting from house 
to house. The junk business, how- 
ever, has seen some changes in meth- 
ods, and now the house to house col- 
lectors. instead of disposing of their 
junk themselves, sell what they have 
collected to other junk men, called 
wholesalers, or brokers, who gather 
the stuff at the premises of the junk 
collector. During the past three or 
four years, a man of foreign birth has 
engaged in this business, without ask- 
ing for a “junk” license. Prosecuted 
by the police for this omission, he has 
petitioned several times for some 
kind of a license which will allow him 
to engage in this form of the junk 
business, and has been repeatedly re- 
fused, largely on the ground that the 
city has plenty of junk collectors, and 
ward 2 has more than its share of 
those already licensed. The aider- 
men are evidently making this old 
rule something of a fetish, and are 
not exercising their usual good judg- 
ment in acting on the merits of this 
particular case. 

One of the most serious phases of 
the present situation in this country is 
the prevalence of strikes among those 
industries upon which the success of 
the war must depend. There should 
be some drastic power given the Pre- 
sident to handle situations of this 
nature. When the lives of our sons 
and brothers across the water may 
depend upon the speed or thoroness 
of our munitions, ship building and 
the like in this country, there should 
be no trifling with men who take such 
an opportunity to talk about an “open 
shop” or the right of another Ameri- 
can citizen to work with them for the 
common end. It makes one’s blood 
boil to read of this or that strike for 
these contemptible reasons and it 
would seem that hanging is altogether 
too good for the leaders who advise 
or call for this action among our 
workmen. 

— o — 

The trouble between the Middlesex 
and Boston Street Railway Company 
and the selectmen of Needham in re- 
gard to transportation service in that 
town sounds like a comic opera. The 
street railway company objected most 
seriously to the granting of a jitney 
license by the Needham selectmen in 
opposition to their line between Need- 
ham and Upper Falls, and, failing to 
make any impression on the Needham 
officials, gave notice that service would 
he discontinued after December 15 
With this ultimatum staring them in 
the face, the selectmen have yielded, 
and the company now states that the 
service will be continued as in the 
past. It is something like the old nur- 
sery rhyme, "The king of France and 
twenty thousand men,” etc. 

Congressman Carter is to be con- 
gratulated on bis vote in favor of sub- 
mitting nation&l prohibition to the 
•various state legislatures, for it takes 
some courage to take a radical stand 
on such a vital question. What the 
Massachusetts Legislature will do 
with the matter is problematical, hut 
with seven ye,ars in which the amend- 
ment can I"- ratified, even conserva- 
tive old Massachusetts may at last 
see the light. 


Registrants under the selective 
draft, who are now receiving copies 
of the questionnaire, should he care- 
ful to observe the requirement that 
they should ho filled out and returned 
to the Local Exemption hoard at 
West Newton within seven days of its 
date, as there are severe penalties im- 
posed for neglect. Do It now!

HELPFUL WORK 

Newton has good reason to be proud 
of the patriotic activities which she 
is conducting. One of the latest 
planned is by the School Department. 
It is explained by the fact that the 
following form letter is enclosed with 
each questionnaire which goes out to 
men in the City now subject to draft: 

Dear Mr.: Serial No. 

Your name appears on the list of 
men subject to the draft in the City 
of Newton. 

The United States Army has asked 
us to aid in the training of 15,000 
Radio or Buzzer Operators at the earl- 
iest possible date for service in the 
Signal Corps. Such operators must 
come from the ranks of the men who 
are shortly to be called to the can- 
tonments. 

The City of Newton is expected to 
train at least seventy-five men whose 
names will be filed with the Army 
authorities at Washington, who will 
see to it that when they reach the 
cantonment they will be assigned to 
radio or buzzer work. When the oc- 
cupational census is taken at the can- 
tonment. the fact that they have been 
trained as radio or buzzer operators, 
which they should state on their 
blanks, also insures their being as- 
signed or detailed to the work for 
which they have made special prep- 
aration. Arrangements will be made 
by the Army authorities to furnish 
advance information to proper officers 
the cantonment concerning these 
men. They will also have the evi- 
dence of the certificate or record of 
attendance upon classes which they 
should carry with them to camp and 
present to the Division Signal Officer. 

We are informed by the authorities 
at Washington that drafted men who 
attain the required proficiency are 
practically certain of rapid promo- 
tion and increased pay in the Army. 
The rank of corporal and sergeant 
with a wage of from $36 to $51 a 
month awaits the majority of the men 
thus trained, and in* proportion as a 
man so instructed shows his ability 
and interest, promotion lies ahead of 
him to the position of Master Signal 
Electrician, with a wage of $S1 a 
month. 

Our plan is to hold an evening 
class at Newton from 7 to 9, four times 
week. This class will begin Jan- 
uary 10th, and will continue indefin- 
itely. It is the object of this class to 
train radio or buzzer operators so as 
to be able to receive and send a mini- 
mum of 20 words of 5 letters each 
per minute. The desired standard 
would be reached by the average 
student in about 200 hours; some 
would require less than this time, 
some more. In the case of men who 
are called to the cantonments before 
the minimum standard is attained, a 
certificate of attendance and accom- 
plishment will be furnished which 
may be presented to the Signal Officer, 
who will assign the men according to 
their ability. 

There will be no charge whatever 
for the course, instructors and equip- 
ment being supplied to you without 
cost. The classes will be opened only 
to conscripted men due for the second 
and following drafts and you may be 
assured that the general progress of 
the class will not be held back by 
inability of some members to main- 
tain high standiy’ds of progress and 
efficiency. 

Please let me know at your earliest 
convenience your decision, no matter 
whether or not you decide that you 
can spare the time. The authorities 
at Washington have already called 
upon us for a report as to our enroll- 
ment. If for any reason you cannot 
take advantage of this opportunity, 
please let me know so that I may 
cross your name from my list. If 
you will mark the accompanying card 
and put it in an envelope addressed 
to: Irving O. Palmer. Newton Tech- 
nical High School, Newtonvllle, it will 
receive immediate attention.

Mr. Percy W. Carver, a resident of 
this city for seven years, died last Sun- 
day at his home at 301 Lake avenue, 
Newton Highlands. He was a mem- 
ber of the law firm of Carver & Car- 
ver. He was a native of Prince Ed- 
ward Island and was forty-six years 
of age. After he came to Boston he 
studied law in the office of E. T. Car- 
ver, and then took a course at Bos- 
ton University Uw School, being 
graduated in the class of ’96. He was 
a member of the Boston City Club, 
Boston Chamber of Commerce and 
several Masonic bodies, including 
Hammatt Lodge of East Boston and 
DeMolay Commandery, K. T. Mr. 
Carver was deeply interested in the 
Boy Scout movement and was Scout- 
master of the Newton Highlands 
troop. 

Funeral services were held on Mon- 
day at the Congregational Church, and 
there was a large attendance of rela 
tives and friends. Rev. Dr. George T. 
Smart officiated, and there was sing 
ing by a male quartet. The buriul was 
in the Newton Cemetery. 


The Monroe Doctrine. 

President Monroe in his seventh an- 
nual message (Dec. 2, 1823) laid down 
the principle of what has since been 
known ns the “Monroe doctrine,” thus: 

“We owe it to candor and to the ami- 
cable relations existing between the 
United States and those (great Euro- 
pean) powers to declare that we should 
consider any attempt on their part to 
extend their system to this hemisphere 
as dangerous to our peace and safety. 
With the existing colonics or dependen- 
cies of any European power we have 
not interfered and shall not Interfere, 
hut with the governments who have de- 
clared their independence and maintain- 
ed it and whose independence we have 
on great consideration and on just prin- 
ciples acknowledged we would notf 
view any interposition for the purpose 
of oppressing them or controlling in 
any other manner their dcstluy by any 
European power In any other light than 
us a manifestation of an unfriendly 
disposition toward the United States." 


Austria’s Royal Family. 

The Ilapsburgs, or Ilabsburgs, of 
the royal house of Austria derive their 
name from the castle of Ilablehts- 
burg, or Hawk castle, in the Swiss 
canton of Aarguu. In the twelfth cen- 
tury the family became one of the 
most powerful In Swabia. Rudolf III. 
was elected emperor of Austria in the 
following century. While thus extend- 
ing their possessions and acquiring in- 
fluence, the ilapsburgs lost their orig- 
inal family possessions, which were 
gradually absorbed by the cantons. 
Some thirty-five years ago the Aus- 
trians proposed to purchase the castle 
of Hapsburg and give it as a wedding 
gift to the crown prince of Austriu, 
but the people of Aarguu refused to 
bear of the sale. 


Artist and Counterfeiter. 

There used to be an old German 
counterfeiter In this country who was 
a veritable wonder with the brush and 
pen. This man literally painted pic- 
tures of twenty dollar notes which 
were works of art. lie used no tools 
except his pons and brushes, and it 
took him a week to do the portrait of a 
banknote. lie figured that ids handi- 
cap was worth about $3 a day and 
worked under the Idea that the world 
owed him a fair living and should not 
object if Ills talent led him toward 
portrait painting, with twenty dollar 
bills for models. Even jail terms fail- 
ed to impress him seriously with his 
wrongdoing. A collector of curios 
once offered $500 for one of his speci- 
mens of bill portraiture, and the value 
of some others was said to be even 
greater, so marvelous was the delicacy 
of his brush work.

DEATH OF AIRS. PEPPER

After a long and very Interesting 
Journey from Fniminghnin, Newton’s 
company of the "Dandy Fifth” is now 
comfortably situated at tho canton- 
ment at Camp Greene, Charlotte, N. 
C. The company was on the first sec- 
tion of the special trains, nnd were 
transported in tourist cars, which was 
quite an Improvement over the day 
coaches which took the company to 
the Mexican Border last summer A 
stop of two hours was made In Wash 
Ington, and the men were given an op- 
portunity to get a close view of the 
enpitol and other government build- 
ings. Wo arrived in Charlotte about 
8.80 In the afternoon of the second day 
out. of Framinghnm, and immediately 
pitched camp on the eastern extrem- 
ity of the enormous camp, overlooking 
the city. The walls and floors of the 
tents were already in place, so all we 
had to do was throw tho tents over 
the frames, put up our cots and stoves, 
and we were settled. 

The cantonment Is larger than the 
one at Ayer, geographically, and con- 
tains several regiments of regulars, 
and depleted National Guard regi 
ments from nil sections of the coun- 
try. There are six Y.M.C.A. buildings 
and a K. of C. hall, and ‘‘Liberty 
Bark” is a very good substitute for our 
own Norumbega Park, having all 
kinds of amusements, such as moving 
picture theatres, restaurants, merry- 
go-rounds, etc. Every day there Is a 
band concert, the hands of the 5th and 
8th Mass, and 1st Conn. Infantry play- 
ing in turn, which greatly enlivens 
what might be a monotonous after- 
noon. 

Our Thanksgiving dinner was one 
that will live in our minds for some 
time, and we take our hats off to the 
Mess Sergeant and our two cooks for 
the Important parts they played In 
the matter. We started with turkey 
and finished with cigars, and If any- 
thing was omitted In between, we have 
not yet discovered the fact. A few 
fitting remarks by the Lt.-Col., Major 
Meredith, and the company comman- 
ders of the battalion concluded the 
festivities. 

On Christmas It is tho earnest de- 
sire of our company commander, 1st 
Lt. Ell C. Benwny, to hold a Christ- 
mas tree. In order to make the af 
fair as homelike as possible, he 
wished that all persons wishing to 
send gifts to any of the men, would 
send them directly to him, so that 
they can be put on the tree, and given 
out on Christmas day. He is very 
anxious to make the venture a suc- 
cess, as he realizes that Christmas 
Day in the army is a lonesome time, 
and even a slight remembranle does a 
great deal toward relieving the strain. 

The customs of North Carolina are 
a source of wonderment to the North- 
oners. For instance, if we want to 
buy a soda on Sunday, it is necessary 
for us to purchase something to eat 
with it. No cigars, cigarettes, or 
candy can be bought on Sunday, al- 
though bootblMsks can keep open all 
day. The natives are very slow of 
speech and action, which is some- 
times very irritating. Every little 
bootblack that conies Into camp (and 
they certainly are dusky) can sing or 
dance, which is very entertaining. In 
addition they are experts in ‘‘rolling 
de bones,” as a few would-be jokers 
found to their sorrow. As a whole we 
are very well satisfied with our loca- 
tion, and if the weather keeps as 
warm as it is now, we will be con- 
tent to remain for the winter.

FORM Kit RESIDENT DEAD 


Mr. Edwin Pliny Seaver, superin- 
tendent of Boston public schools for 
twenty-four years, ami for many years 
a resident on Woodward street, Wa- 
ban died lust week ut his home in New 
Bedford, aged seventy-nine years and 
ten months. 

Mr. Seaver was born in Northboro 
on February 24, 1838. His family 

name appears in many conspicuous 
places from 1750 to 1850 in tho town 
history. He was a grudirtTie of the 
Bridgewater State Normal School, 
Philips Exeter Academy and of liar 
vard in tho class of 1864, of tho Law 
School in 1870, but ho never prac- 
tised. On September 10, 1872, he 
married Murgaret Wiley Cushing of 
Cambridge. Seven children were born 
to them. In 1880 he was elected su- 
perintendent of Boston schools and ho 
held that office until 134*. when he 
retired. In 1879 he was elected an 
overseer of Harvard College, and was 
re-elected in 1886.

FOR A SWEDISH HOME 


An aim of the Swedish Charitable 
Society has just been realized in the 
establishment of a home for old peo- 
ple of Swedish birth or descent. An 
estate on Waltham and Crafts streets 
in West Newton, consisting of a large 
house and about three acres of land, 
was purchased for this purpose and 
it has been thoroughly renovated and 
partly furnished, ready for occupan- 
cy. 

All the Swedish churches and many 
of the Swedish benevolent and social 
societies in Boston joined with the 
Swedish Charitable Society in raising 
the purchasing fund, for which the 
foundation was laid when Prince Wil- 
helm of Sweden visited Boston six 
years ago. 

Fifteen individual societies have as- 
sumed the cost of furnishing the fif- 
teen rooms in the home, and are ex- 
pected to complete their undertaking 
before long. Some of the rooms are 
completed, and a few occupants have 
been admitted, but it is understood 
that applications have been received 
by the Charitable Society already to 
completely fill tho home. 

The president of the society is 
George Nelson, a Boston attorney, but 
as he is in war service the active di- 
rection of affairs is entrusted to Rev 
A. W. Sundelof of Boston, and the sec- 
retary is Sigfrid Wetterling. 


REVIEW OF “GERMAN WAR PRAC* 
TICES” 

Some of the blackest pages in all

JUNIOR RED CROSS 


Splendid Work Being Done by High 
School Pupils 

Newton’s Junior Red Cross bids 
fair to stand nt the head of Junior 
Red Cross societies. Just as the New- 
ton Branch of the Red Cross stands 
at the head of all the branches of the 
Metropolitan Chapter. 

Organized October 11. It began work 
October 23, nnd already It has won for 
itself a reputation for work accom- 
plished and Is visited by those who 
plan to establish Junior societies In 
other places. Its members include 
the pupils of Newton’s three high 
schools, the Classical, Technical and 
Vocational. In order to organize the 
society it was necessary to raise an 
original sum equal to a membership 
fee of 25 cents for each one of the 
registered pupils, and this the pupils 
did In short order. At last account 
they had raised almost $700 and spent 
$350 of It for nccesBnry supplies. The 
only trouble with the society found so 
far is that it took hold of the work 
so enthusiastically and energetically 
as to quite take the breath away from 
those having charge of organizing the 
junior branches, so that they were 
unable to at once outline a program 
for the activities of the Newton so- 
ciety. This made It necessary for 
the society to largely set its own pace 
and cut out Its own work, and this it 
has done. 

In many of the schools where Junior 
societies have been organized a large 
part of the work is done in school 
hours, but the work of the Newton 
society is carried on in the pupils’ 
own time, Tuesday and Thursday 
afternoons between two and four. 
There are now over eight hundred 
active volunteer workers out of a 
total pupil enrolment In the three 
schools of 1,838. This is a most 
creditable showing, of which the 
parents of the pupils and the citizens 
of the city should be proud. 

The work of the society is carried 
on in rooms in both the Classical 
High School building and the Techni- 
cal nnd Vocational High School build- 
ing, but room enough hus not yet been 
found for all those who are anxious to 
take part in the work. 

The girls are sewing, knitting and 
making surgical dressings. Each 
group is under a competent director 
or directors, the surgical group, for 
instance, being under the direction of 
Mrs. W. G. Starkweather, assisted by 
nine teachers and a relief of twenty- 
five Newton women. The work of 
the surgical dressing makers has been 
especially commended by the Boston 
authorities. The knitters are busy at 
knitting wristers, helmets, caps and 
socks. The sewing group is hard at 
work on convalescent robes, - bed 
socks, surgical shirts, crutch pads, 
Christmas bags, ambulance pillows 
and pajamas. Their work is of the 
utmost importance and some of it dif- 
ficult, and they would welcome the 
assistance of older volunteer workers. 

The principal work of the boys, so 
far, has been in the making of trench 
candles, for which the paper has to 
be rolled so hard that it can not be 
dented and then boiled for a time in 
paraffin and allowed to cool and 
harden before being cut into separate 
candles. The candles burn for about 
fifty minutes each and give out a sur- 
prising amount of heat, and fortunate 
will be the soldiers who receive the 
candles the Newton boys are turning 
out by the hundreds. In the shops in 
the Technical and Vocational building 
the boys are displayirg skill and abil- 
ity in the making of hospital canes, 
splints and knitting needles. 

Twenty-two of the boys have or- 
ganized the auto squad, which sees 
to calling for and delivering bundles 
and doing errands. 

A part of the work in which all of 
the pupils take part is the making of 
scrap books, under the direction of 
the English and Fine Arts depart- 
ments. Not only arc the books to be 
made interesting in their reading mat- 
ter, but they are to be appropriately 
decorated. 

The work of the Newton Junior Red 
Cross is one of the bright spots in the 
war. It is bringing the pupils of all 
three schools into contact and com- 
panionship as workers in a common 
cause and it gives every member the 
feeling that she or he is doing some- 
thing to help shorten and win the war 
and to make easier the lot of the men 
who are doing the actual fighting. A 
visit to the schools on Tuesday or 
Thursday afternoons, when the boys 
and girls are hard at work, is an in- 
spiring one, one that makes one 
realize what citizenship in the United 
States means and that gives one also 
a greater hope and belief in the future 
of our country. Every parent of a 
pupil and every citizen of Newton 
ought to inform themselves as to the 
days set apart for parents and visitors 
and go and see for themselves what 
the high school boys and girls are 
doing. 

The Executive Committee of the 
Newton Junior Red Cross, which has 
general charge of all its work, is 
made up of Mrs. Harriet Peabody, 
chairman; Enoch C. Adams, treas- 
urer; Miss Hortense Church, secre- 
tary, and Miss Jcunnie Kendrick, 
Irving O Palmer, Michael Murray, 
Miss Margaret McGill and Miss Edith 
Fisher, representing the Newton 
Branch of the Red Cross. The sub- 
committee chairmen are as follows: 
Sewing, Miss Louise Wetherbee; sur- 
gical dressings, Miss Cora Rogers; 
knitting, Miss M. E. Capron; purchas- 
ing, Miss M. B. Goodwin; trench can- 
dles, Wallace E. Richmond; boys’

Robert H. Brown, and reading, 
Charles S. Thomas.

CONSTABULARY NOTES 


NEWTON WAR WORKERS BUSY 

The campaign in progress this 
week to give the American Red Cross 
nt least 10,000,000 members, nnd tho 
Newton Branch of the Red Cross nt 
least 10,000 members, is not in any 
way interfering with the work being 
done in the Newtons for our soldiers 
nnd sailors. The object of the mem- 
bership campnign is to interest more 
people in wnr work and not to inter- 
rupt the work being done by present 
workers. 

At the Headquarters House in New- 
tonville nnd at the workroom in Tem- 
ple Hall the Special Aid and the Red 
Cross are busy at the making of ban- 
dnges nnd surgical dressings. At 
either place Newtonville women vol- 
unteers will be welcomed and In- 
structed by competent teachers if they 
are new at wnr work. It would be a 
grand thing if more women should 
volunteer than could be accommodat- 
ed. The Special Aid is at work on 
surgical dressings at Temple Hall all 
day Mondays and every Wednesday 
afternoon. The Red Cross workers, 
under the direction of Mrs. Stark- 
weather, are busy at surgical dressing 
making every week-day except Satur- 
day from 10 until 1. 

In the sewing rooms in the Head- 
quarters House at Newtonville Specinl 
Aid nnd Red Cross workers arc busy 
morning and afternoon every week- 
day except Saturday. It is here that 
bandages are made and other hospital 
work carried on. The work in the 
sewing rooms is under the charge of 
these chairmen: — Mondays, morning, 
Mrs. Maynard Maxim and Mrs. W. E. 
Strong; afternoons, Mrs. Maxim and 
Mrs. Edward J. 6ox; Tuesdays, morn- 
ing, every other Tuesday Mrs. Maxim 
or Mrs. John Byers; afternoon, Mrs. 
Harrison Fairfield or Miss Annie Mac- 
Donald; Wednesdays, morning, Mrs. 
George H. Auryansen and Mrs. Harold 
Sherman; afternoon, Mrs. Donald 
Leonard and (after January 1) Mrs. 
Calvert Crary; Thursdays, morning, 
Mrs. D. P. Jewett; afternoon, Mrs. C. 
C. Briggs and Mrs. W. H. Eaves; Fri- 
days, all day, Mrs. W. W. Blair. Mrs. 
E. D. Dodge and Mrs. W. A. Corson 
may be called upon as substitutes. 
Mrs. A. D. Rice and Mrs. C. F. Whit- 
ney are the Inspectors. 

At Auburndale the Surgical Dress- 
ings Committee of the Auburndale 
Women’s Club carries on surgical 
dressing making all day Fridays, from 
9 to 4.30, at the Methodist church Par- 
ish house. Here hot coffee is served 
at noontime to such women as care 
to bring luncheons in order to woyk 
all day. The Club is also at work 
Thursday evenings from 8 until 10 at 
Oongregational church rooms. The 
Club extends an urgent invitation to 
all Auburndale women to take part in 
the work. 


Sergeant Corbett of the U.S. Marine 
Corps is drilling each of the constabu- 
lary units in riot formations. 

The Auburndale Unit of the New- 
ton Constabulary held a meeting on 
Wednesday evening in the Armory at 
West Newton. There were about 80 
present and they received instruction 
in Riot Formation by Sergeant Corbett 
of the U.S. Marines. The members 
were conveyed to the Armory in spe- 
cial cars. 


There ought to be more classes in 
home nursing and home aid than there 
are in Newton and those who would 
like to join such classes are asked to 
send in their names to headquarters 
in order that classes may be organ- 
ized and started. The officials of the 
Newton Red Cross wish to have the 
people of Newton realize that the 
whole object of the organization is to 
help along and increase the interest 
in war work in Newton and that they 
are always ready to be called upon for 
such help and information as they 
can give. Newton, to do all that it 
can to help win the war, must work 
as an earnest enthusiastic unit and to 
bring about such a condition is the 
highest ambition of the officers of the 
Newton Branch. 


USE MILK 


One hundred million copies of the 
new “Food Administration Home 
Card,” issued by Hoover are soon to be 
sent broadcast over the country, which 
will read: 

Do not limit your supply of milk 
and table butter, but consume it all.” 

The fact that many people, on ac- 
count of the increased cost of milk 
are curtailing the family supply and 
attempting to substitute other things, 
has caused the Food Administrators 
much worry, and many conferences in 
Washington have resulted. 

Many people do not consider milk a 
food — and yet it is the richest food in 
actual body-building, energy-making 
value that there is. As Miss Alice 
Bradley, head of the Farmer’s School 
of Cooking, said: “There is a word that 
means a great deal to everyone just 
now — that is the word ‘sugar.’ Do you 
know that there are three tablespoons- 
ful of sugar in a quart of milk? 

“Drink milk — that’s a new way of 
meeting the sugar shortage. Of course 
milk isn’t sweet to the taste, but it 
contains sugar which has the same 
value to the body as cane-sugar. In- 
deed, you can buy ‘milk-sugar’ for use 
in baby’s milk. An ounce and a half 
of sugar in a quart of milk — that isn’t 
enough for the child, but as a part of 
the food-value the child is going to get 
in that quart it needs a day, it is not 
to be despised.

Paper For Shoes. 

Tor shoos what will come after 
leather? Cloth of suitable kinds may 
he used, and rubber or similar ma- 
terial may enter into the product, lint 
manufacturers seem to look most hope- 
fully upon paper ns the basic sub- 
stance. Paper leather of attractive 
appearance, adapted for many pur- 
poses ns well ns the natural leather, 
is, in fact, said to be satisfactorily 
made already. In a German process 
paper of long fiber is converted into 
pulp, suitably colored, made flexible, 
with glycerin and nondrying oils nnd 
waterproof with shellac solution, giv- 
en tlio grain of morocco or other 
leather by pressing in a matrix and 
finished with lacquer. The matrix is 
formed by taking an impression of the 
natural leather in shellac. 


Storage Eggs Loss Nutritious. 

The assertion by dealers that “after 
all there Is nothing injurious about a 
storage first egg— In fact, it Is us good 
as a fresh egg.” Is not borne out by 
so good an authority as Dr. Harvey W. 
Wiley, W’ho, when questioned on the 
stand in Washington on the subject of 
eggs that had been In storage six 
months, said: 

The amount of nutriment would 
probably be diminished by a very con- 
siderable quantity. It would be just 
slightly less nutritious, but the princi- 
pal lack of nutrition, in my opinion, 
would be iu the impaired taste; that 
the digestive ferments would not re- 
spond so promptly to the stimulus of 
(lie food. That is a very important 
physiological consideration.” — New 
York Telegram. 


Our Going to School Record. 

The latest report of the United States 
bureau of education shows that one 
Amerlcun in every four (25 tier cent of 
the entire population of the country) is 
pursuing educational studies at schools 
of some kind or other. Germany, whose 
system lias always been highly praised, 
falls below this figure, with about 20 
per cent of its population in school. 
Great Britain has 11) per cent, France 
17, Russia only a little more than 4. 

The result is slightly less favorable 
to the United States if daily attendance 
and the actual length of schooling are 
taken into consideration, but it is high- 
ly gratifying that we should lead iu 
numbers alone.

Camp Devena presents n much dif- 
ferent sight than the streets of New- 
ton and Boston at the present time, 
for on all sides as we look around wo 
see nothing but snow. Thursday, for 
the first time, a little sun put in an 
appearance and caused a little of the 
snow to disappear, but not enough to 
notice. When It stormed in the camp 
about one foot and a half fell, and the 
same snow is at the present time cov- 
ering the ground. 

/ By night of the day following the 
storm the streets near the bnrracks 
had been completely cleared by the 
men of the various companies who 
used their snow shovels to good ad- 
vantage. The troopers of course can- 
not use the various fields for training 
hut instead are using the company 
Streets and are mounting their ma- 
chine guns for practice in the com- 
'pany yards. The drilling has not been 
held up to any great extent by the 
storm, and a great deal of progress is 
being made. After the experience of 
shoveling the men are not anxious for 
another snowfall for some time to 
come.

During the past week a 9th Battal- 
ion Depot Brigade entertainment was 
held, and what struck the boys as most 
peculiar was the fact that It was 
“compulsory.” The boys could see 
all kinds of reasons why everything 
else should be "compulsory,” but had 
never heard of a “compulsory” enter- 
tainment. And they were very highly 
pleased when they found what had 
been arranged for them. The only 
man from Newton who took part in 
the entertainment was Chester A. Bon- 
ney, the vocalist, who entertained as 
one of a quartette. The entertain- 
ment consisted of the 9th Battalion 
talent in singing, banjo playing, piano 
selections, violin selections, boxing 
bouts, and an original Punch and 
Judy show by Private Ellis, the Som- 
erville entertainer. The evening’s en- 
tertainment wound up with refresh- 
ments consisting of ice cream and 
cigars. The last number on the 

“compulsory” program was a talk by 
a French soldier who had gone "over 
the top.” He related many of his ex- 
periences during the battle of the 
Marne, also of Ypres, spoke of several 
w’ounds he had received in battle and 
the treatment that had been rendered, 
deferred to several experiences he 

had with Prussian prisoners and cited 
numerous horrors that he had per- 
sonally witnessed while passing 

through Belgium.. He wound up his 
little talk by stating that noble little 
Belgium had saved France, France 
had saved Europe, and declared with 
a great deal of emphasis that the 

United States would save the world. 

On Friday night. December 21, 1917, 
the 35th Company, 9th Battalion. De- 
pot Brigade, composed of Newton and 
Somerville men, staged a turkey sup- 
per at w’hich were present a great 
number of the wives and sweethearts 
of the men. After supper entertain- 
ment and dancing was enloyed and 
the majority of the party left for Bos- 
ton on the 8.20 train from Ayer. All 
stated that they certainly enjoyed 
eating out of "mess kits" with their 
boys in khaki. 

The Newton boys are pretty well 
entertained, particularly in the 35th 
Company, they now having at their 
disposal a boxing ring and a bowling 
alley. There is a great deal of com- 
petition going on for the honor of 
bowling the "highest string" on the 
alleys that have been built for the 
company by the company mechanic. 
There is but one thing lacking to 
make the boys happy, and that is mu- 
sic. There is absolutely no musical 
Instrument in the barracks. 

An elimination boxing contest has 
been started by Lieutenant McNeil of 


the 35th Company, and will be carried 
through the battalion. The men of 
the company are lined up according to 
their sizes and matched up for a bout. 
These bouts are held every afternoon 
and it is not an unusual thing to see 
the boys with sticking plaster adorn- 
ing their faces each night nfter mess. 
There is n good spirit exhibited by the 
boys. They all know that ns soon 
as a decision has been rendered 
against them they are eliminated, but 
few take advantage and slow up in 
their fight. On the contrary, it be- 
comes necessnry for the officers to 
wnrn the men at times that they are 
not in a "fight” but are in a "boxing 
bout.” 

The boys of the company are look- 
ing forward expectantly to the an- 
nouncement of the men who have 
been fortunate enough to be selected 
by the board of officers which opens 
in this cantonment on January 5, 
1918. The camp will last for three 
months from January 5, 191S, to April 
5. 1918, and will comprise about eight 
hundred men, about six hundred being 
enlisted men of this camp, and ap- 
proximately two hundred coming 
from the various colleges throughout 
this section, including Yale. Bowdoin, 
Wesleyan, Norwich University, Uni- 
versity of Vermont. New Hampshire 
State Agricultural College. On De- 
cember 1. 1917, applications for the 
school closed nnd the men are all 
eager to know what disposition will 
be made of their applications. The 
commanding officer of each company 
is privileged to recommend for admis- 
sion to the school 10 per cent, of his 
enlisted command, and 1.7 per cent, of 
the enlisted men of the cantonment 
will be selected from the various ap- 
plications received. Lieutenant-Colo- 
nel Falls of the Depot Brigade has 
been assigned as Commanding Officer 
of the school and will be assisted in 
his work by a corps of officers who 
will act as instructors, and also by a 
corps of clerks who will take care of 
the clerical work incident to the keep- 
ing of records, etc.

There Was Mystery In the Call, 
but It Was Revealed at Last

I was living In a house which stood 
■lone, though in a city. There was 
but one other bouse on the block. By 
block I menu the area inclosed by for 
Rtreefs. The streets in this case hat 
boon laid out paved nnd curbed, but 
thus fnr there was but little building 
on them. The other house Hint I have 
mentioned faced on the street running 
parallel to the one on which I lived, 
and the rear part of Hie two houses 
wore exposed to each other. 

I had recently been admitted to the 
bar nnd had swung out my shingle. 
All day I sat In my office waiting for 
clients, but clients did not come. A 
young lawyer is more apt to hit upon 
clients outside his office than In it I 
was desUued to do so myself, but tho 
way my first client came to me was by 
no means usual. 

I had come to my room nfter business 
hours— it was a hall bedroom in tho 
house I have described. I was board- 
ing at the time and sat down by tho 
window. It was springtime, nnd, 
though It was (1 o’clock, the sun was 
still high. The day was warm, nnd tho 
window sash was thrown up. 

Tho view was not attractive. In- 
deed. there was nothing for me to look 
at except the house on the other street, 
and I could only see the rear of that. 

I noticed that t lie window shutters on 
the third story were all closed, while 
those on t lie lower floors were open. 
While I looked a square, white sub- 
stance— it was cardboard— was slipped 
between the slats and exposed to view. 
There appeared to be something writ- 
ten on it. but it was too far distaut 
for me to see what It was. But I had 
u pair of opera glusses in my bureau 
drawer, and. getting them, I brought 
them to bear on the writing. There 
was the single word: 

"Help!” 

I hud no sooner lowered my glasses 
than the cardboard was withdrawn, 
’rorn this I inferred that some one 
lmd seen me ot my window and had 
put out the message for me to see. But 
who lids person was I had no knowl- 
edge. 

Nevertheless 1 felt it incumbent on 
me to respond. But how? I could not 
communicate with the unknown. He 
or she could put out a message or a 
signal for me without its being seen 
by any one except me. If I put one 
out it could be seen by any one in the 
rear of the other house. The card 
would not have been thus displayed 
unless some one was in trouble. If 
held a prisoner or ill treated there 
must be others who were responsible 
for this. Surely it would not do for 
me to act openly in the matter. 

By way of reconnoiter I concluded 
to go to the house with something to 
sell. I could at least see who would 
come to the door. With a few pack- 
ages of court plaster I rang the door- 
bell. A woman, not a servant, answer- 
ed the call. She had a disagreeable 
look on her face. Certainly it was not 
inviting, but repellunt, with a bit of 
suspicion in it I asked her if I could 
sell her some court plaster, and she 
declined very sharply, at the sume 
time taking me in with her eyes from 
head to foot. Then it occurred to me 
that I was rather too well dressed for 
one reduced to such a beggarly occu- 
pation. However, the Interview was 
cut short by her shutting the door in 
my face. 

This tended to confirm my belief thut 
some cue was held under duress iu the 
house. While I would not refuse to 
attempt to right a wrong, I have al- 
ways had a fancy for minding my own 
business. But u lawyer's business is 
other persons' uffairs, and it struck 
me that tills matter might lend to pro- 
fessional work. So I concluded to fol- 
low it up. 

Being young and inexperienced, it 
first occurred to me to breuk into the 
house legally— thut is, armed with u 
search warrant or some other docu- 
ment issued by t court, but I was de- 
terred from this by fear of making a 
fool of myself. Suppose my suspicions 
were Incorrect, suppose some half wil- 
ted person was held in the house in- 
stead of being sent to an asylum, how 
would I uppeur if I interfered? No; I 
must first learn something of the con- 
ditions. 

1 resolved to go ubout it as if it 
had it been a ease of luw. Some de- 
tective work must first be done, and 
I would huve employed u detective ex- 
cept for two reasons— I hud no money 
with which to pay him for Ills services 
and 1 had plenty of time to mukc (lie 
investigations myself. 1 began by tak- 
ing position ncur the house in question 
and waiting for u delivery wagon to 
leave supplies there. Half a day was 
consumed at tills before u meat market 
wagon stopped at the house. I refrain- 
ed from asking t lie young inuu who 
took iu tile goods who lived there, for 
1 could not do so without being seen 
by those in the house, uud thut would 
excite suspicion. But I noted the nutuc 
on (he wagon and the telephone num- 
ber. 

Going (o uiy office. I called Kroeger 
k Co., the meat rnurket (inn. uml usked 
if they would give me (lie name of 
their customer who lived at 110 Elm 
street. They replied utter much delay 
thut they hud not been informed of 
the party's nutuc; the transactions hud 
ill been tush. Then it occurred to me 


to call "Information” In the telephone 

office. I did so. but the office report- 
ed that at 110 Elm street there was 
no telephone. 

My next move was to put some old 
newspapers in a pasteboard box with 
Edgnr Washburn's name on it nnd 
send It to 110 Elm street by messenger. 
He was to ask if It belonged there nnd 
In any event ask if Mr. Washburn did 
not live there who did. He came back 
with tlie information that the person 
who had answered the bell had said 
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person . e ;c 
and I |K>sse» 
that I could p ill on this thread and get 
hold of something more. I consulted 
the directory and made n list of all the 
Howes listed theie. No Agues Ilowe 
appeared. I selected several Howes 
who might l»e of the better class and 
investigated them. One— the Howe es- 
tate— interested me, nnd, going to the 
office laid down, I asked for the names 
of the owners. 

I was informed that the owner of the 
estate, James Ilowe, who hnd made a 
fortune in cotton, hnd recently died, 
leaving the estate in trust to his broHi- 
er’s widow, Ellen Howe, for Jumcs 
Howe’s only child, Agnes Howe. 

I had struck a bonanza, nnd struck 
it all nt once. I refrained, however, 
from displaying the Interest I felt lu 
the matter, asking how I could collect 
a claim against Agues Ilowe. I was 
told to file it ot the office where I then 
was. Further information was given 
me Hint Agues Ilowe was in poor 
health. She was living with her aunt, 
who was her guardian.

1 have 
ever since my efforts iu her behalf been 
u prime fuvorite with her uud her bus-

BEAL WAR 

The following interesting letter from 
a Chestnut Hill young man in the Bel- 
gian Army has just been received: 

D. 85 

11 ieme Batterie 

Armee Beige en campagne 
Nov. 19, 1917 

Your letter of Oct. 15th and one of 
the 20th have just come. They found 
me covered with mud but well and 
happy. Ever since I got back to the 
front from my permission we have 
been under a daily and nightly bom- 
bardment. Ten days of excitement 
and as many nights of no sleep and 
plenty of worry. The very first night 
of my return was perhaps the most 
exciting of all. Sleep was out of the 
question, so we huddled together in 
our abris and counted the shells ar- 
riving. They were for the most part 
of calibre 105 mm., about 5 inches. 
They came fast and hard and made a 
famous noise on landing. Our abris 
were strong enough to resist one ot 
these but would have given way un- 
der a second, so you see we were none 
too safe. We were fairly lucky and 
only had 3 wounded and one gassed. 
This gas business is by far the worst 
feature of the war. With us it was 
gas bombs nearly every night. They 
come over like ordinary shells, only 
they make very little noise on ex- 
ploding. The smell of the gas re- 
sembles that of mustard and a good 
whiff is not necessarily fatal. It at- 
tacks the eyes, making them weep; 
the stomach, causing painful vomit- 
ing and burns the fiesh even through 
gurments. Also any food stuffs which 
have been exposed to the gas are un- 
fit for food. Our masks give excellent 
protection, nevertheless, after one 
particularly lmd bombardment during 
which we had to evacuate the posi- 
tion for 3 hours, 'twas in the middle 
of tho night, we were all more or less 
sick for about 24 hours. The gas has 
a nasty way of lingering and can lie 
distinctly smelt long after the bom- 
bardment is over, about where the 
bombs have lauded. 

However all that fun is now past 
and we are en repos for the ixml 
knows how long. Our cantonment is 
in a farm— two of them — and a more 
stinking, filthy mess than a Flemish 
farm yard I never want to see. Mud 
everywhere, no way of keeping warm, 

as fires are forbidden, there being 
danger of burning the farm houses, 
and plenty of ruts during tho night. 
1 am really surprised that 1 am not 
more disgusted at the conditions but 
I don’t seem to mind und only grum- 
ble a little now and then as one 
should. 

There is very little else to suy. 1 
think of you all uud hope you are 
well, also that you are not worrying 
on my uccount or on G’s. You should 
huve much satisfaction iu the knowl- 
edge thut we ure doing our duty and 
thut neither of us wasted any time 
in getting at or near t ho seat of ac- 
tion. There are, unfortunately, plenty 
of men in this country (not France) 
who haven’t yet made up their minds 
to light, perhups that is why the war 
hus drugged on so — possibly not. 1 
mu ubout to be made a "sous-oltlcer" 
and uiu "fuisunt-fonction’’ of one at 
present. El voilu! 1 send you much 
love. Edward.

It is very evident, from even the 
most cnsual observation, that aside 
from the parents and near relatives 
of the young men who are actually 
enlisted in the United States service, 
few persons fully realize that this 
country is engaged in a serious war.

Other men and women 
continually waste electric light by 
burning lamps in many unnecessary 
places. Let us all realize from this 
time forward, that every bit of light, 
every pint of water, even, every 
ounce of food, every gallon of gaso- 
lene which is saved, lessens the bur- 
den on the labor of production, les- 
sens the amount of transportation 
needed for coal and raw materials, 
and will help these United States to 
win this cruel war. and last, but by no 
means least, will thereby save the 
lives of our sons and brothers who 
are. or who may be, on the firing line. 
As Kipling so well says. "It ain’t the 
individual, nor the army as a whole. 
But the everlastln’ team work of 
every bloomin’ soul.”

The yea»* that is just closing has 
been one of surprises and sensations, 
and in many respects one of consid- 
erable gratification. Over 500 of New- 
ton’s young men are already in the 
service of their country. Over six 
millions of dollars in Liberty bonds 
were taken by residents of this city. 
Several thousands of our citizens are 
members of the Red Cross, and hun- 
dreds of our women are actively at 
work In the many ways in which 
their brains and hands can be em- 
ployed. While we have shown what 
we can do, when the goal is placed be- 
fore us, let us "highly resolve” that 
equal success shall be achieved in 
every call which shall be made on us 
in the future.

LITTLE MUGGINS AND 1IIS BOND

"Children." snid grandma, "you 
wore all out to got people to subscribe 
for Liberty Bonds, and so I’ll tell you 
a story about a bond. It's true, every 
word of it, and it begins with little 
Muggins and his music. Muggins 
wasn’t his real name, his real name 
was Eddie, but the hoys all called 
him Muggins. People often give 
names like that to the boys they like 
best. 

"Muggins was twelve years old. 
rather short, with a round face, bright 
eyes, and always jolly. 

"Like his two older brothers, he 
loved the music of the fife and drum, 
and he played the fife very well in- 
deed. 

"In his home In Ohio there was a 
band, and although the others were all 
grown-up men, Eddie was In tha; 
hand until one day when each man 
In the band joined the army, and, of 
course Eddie wasn’t old enough to do 
so. So the band went away with Cap- 
tain Knowles’ company and joined 
the 148th Ohio regiment. Poor Ed- 
die!" 

Here grandma had to answer a 
question. 

"Yes, it wns long, long ngo, more 
than fifty years ago, and Eddie sat 
under the syringa bushes, in the old- 
est town in Ohio, and grieved every 
day. 

"You see, the sweet-smelling syrin- 
gas were in the side yard- where no 
one could see him; and there he sat 
day after day, sorrowful, and didn’t 
play on his fife at all. 

"When the soldiers had been gone 
about a week Captain Knowles came 
hack with the body of a young lieu- 
tenant who had died from an accident, 
and Eddie begged the captain to go 
and see his mother and plead with 
her to let him go back with him to 
the army. 

"The poor mother was sad Indeed 
when the captain came to see her. 
She had let her two older sons go to 
war, but how could she let this fellow 
go! 

“The captain told her the men of his 
company had said they would nurse 
him when he was tired, and he good 
to him nil the time; his big brother 
George could watch over him, and he 
himself would take care of him. So at 
last she called the boy in and told him 
he seemed so sad she was going to 
let him go.

"After that the soldiers went down 
the Potomac to Fortress Monroe, and 
up York River to Bermuda Hundred. 
It was a great journey for those days. 
At last they were encamped at City 
Point, Va., at General Grant's head- 
quarters. Thei 2 the big brother, 
George, was ill in a hospital tent, and 
every day Eddie went to see him, 
cheer him, tell him news and share 
the good food sent by the Christian 
Commission; and it was enjoyed by 
the boy who was tired of hardtack, 
pork, and beans. 

“One day there was a terrible ex- 
plosion; two barges of powder and a 
lot of ammunition already unloaded. 
Seventy-five men were killed, one 
hundred and thirty wounded. Eddie 
was not hurt, but never forgot that 
noise, and the sight of the dead and 
dying. 

"Some of the New York troops used 
to pay Eddie for playing on his fife. 
He knew' all the soldier songs, ’Tramp. 
Tramp, Tramp, the Boys are March- 
ing.’ ‘Skedaddle,’ and ‘Just before the 
Battle, Mother,’ and many others. 

"They said he made up in noise 
what he lacked in size. Eddie used 
their dimes to buy molasses and 
dried apple pies of the sutlers. 

"Some days when the men of the 
band w’ere on the sick list, Eddie was 
the only fifer on duty, and had to play 
all the calls, from reveille to tattoo. 

"In those days men marched to the 
music of fife and drum, but though 
they were usually moved on boats, 
they marched at times. On one of 
these days the major came by on his 
horse and, seeing Eddie, took him up 
behind and started on a gallop for the 
front of the brigade. No one could 
see Eddie until they got by, w’hen 
shouts would rise, “Hello, major, 
what you got there?" 

"When the w’ar w'as over these Ohio 
soldiers went from Washington to 
Pittsburgh, down the Ohio to Camp 
Tupper, which was just a block of 
high ground In the city, with trees 
and surrounded with a high fence. 

"The guards never paid much at- 
tention to Eddie; he came and went as 
he liked. But the boy w’anted to 
hurry to his home, and so he went out 
through a hole in the board fence, 
hiking for home, followed by an ad- 
miring crowd of boys, his little broth- 
er Willie among them, doubtless. 

"But It was the wrong time for him 
to go, for the regiment was disbanded 
at that very time and the men paid 
off.

That bit of knife 
blade wrecked the vessel.

How Wood Shrinks. 

Students in the college of forestry at 
tho University of Washington have 
proved by experiment that a cord of 
full length wood when sawed and re- 
plied in the ordinary stack shrinks on 
an average 24.7(1 per cent. As dealers 
buy wood In full lengths and usually 
measure It for delivery before sawing 
it. they ure often accused of giving 
short mensure. 

A “cord” Is tlie standard measure- 
ment of wood, and it is defined as 128 
cubic feet of wood, measured by a pile 
four feet high and eight feet wide of 
logs four feet long. 

The discrepancy between the cord as 
bought by the dealer and a^s delivered 
to tlie customer, according to Professor 
Hugo Winkcnwerder, dean of the col- 
lege, is not entirely explained by the 
sawdust. When wood is piled up in 
four foot lengths there are many spaces 
between sticks, caused by knots and 
curvatures. These spaces are elim- 
inated when tlie wood is cut up small. 


Ancestry of Modern Dog*. 

According to Charles R. Eastman, 
writing In the Museum Journal, our 
modern dogs have a varied ancestry, 
some being descended from Asiatic 
and some from African species. The 
spitz in all its varieties is a domesti- 
cated jackal. The mastiff and St. Ber- 
nard and their kind are descended 
through the molossus of the Romans 
from a huge, wolflike creature that was 
already domesticated by the Assyro- 
Babylonians 3,000 years before our era. 

The Russian borzoi and the Sicilian 
hound had their origin in the Cretan 
hound, which is still common In Crete, 
and it uud its cousiu. the Ibuza hound 
of the Balearic Islands, came from the 
ancient Ethiopian hound, which was a 
domesticated wolf. The collie or shep- 
herd dog seems to come down direct 
from a small wild dog of the paleolith- 
ic period.

It doesn't cost much to make 
over a eurpet so that u bare spot in 
front of the dresser will be eliminated, 
but such little details are a vast help 
In muking a hotel prosper.”

A sum of money for the 
Halifax Relief Fund was appropriated. 
Current Events, in charge of Mrs. 
George D. Byfleld, filled the rest of 
the afternoon. "The Situation in 
Russia” was reviewed, with the very 
latest Information which could be 
considered reliable. “The Aeroplane” 
or "the eyes of the army,” as she 
(’ailed It, was thoroughly discussed by 
Mrs. A. L. Jordan. "Dogs of the 
War” proved a surprisingly Interest- 
ing subject as treated by Mrs. W. F. 
Lowell who also gave a brief history 
of the “Marsellaise” and "The Star 
Spangled Banner.” concluding by 
singing the first stnnza of the latter, 
all present joining in the chorus. 
During the social hour over the tea- 
cups which followed it was the unani- 
mous verdict that the afternoon had 
been extremely pleasant and profit- 
able. 

MASS MEETING 


An audience, which nearly filled 
Huntington Hall, Boston, assembled 
on December 20 to hear some of the 
German propaganda exploded by Ar- 
thur Fairbrother of the Providence 
Journal. When it was announced 
that Mr. Fairbrother had been de- 
layed by a train 21 hours late and 
someone else would speak in his 
place it speaks well both for the au- 
dience and for the substitute, that 
substantially the whole number re- 
mained not only to hear but to ask 
questions. Major George C. Whipple 
of Harvard, who filled the breach, 
was a member of the Red Cross Mis- 
sion which went to Russia during the 
past summer. His story could not 
fall to be of interest and his interpre- 
tation of conditions as he saw them 
gave his hearers reason to hope that 
better things may in time come out of 
Russia. He reminded those present 
that in our own country it took all 
of twelve or thirteen years to bring 
about a stable government after we 
had declared our Independence. The 
Mission sailed from Vancouver and 
crossed Siberia in order to enter Rus- 
sia carrying with them 500 cases of 
supplies, medical, surgical and food. 
The party was largely made up of 
physicians sociologists and experts in 
various lines. They looked over many 
hospitals and distributed their sup- 
plies where they were needed as the 
free gift of the American people. 
Since war began 2,700,000 patients, 
sick or wounded have passed through 
the hospitals of Moscow alone. 

The country, he said, is one of vast 
resources, but It has suffered more 
than any of us have realized. He was 
confident that the time is coming 
when the Russian people will rise up 
and throw out the Bolshevik!. In 
Petrograd he found less disorder than 
on the streets of New York or Bos- 
ton. We must discount a great deal 
which we read and have faith in the 
people of Russia. 

At the close of Major Whipple’s ad- 
dress Mrs. Herbert J. Gurney presi- 
dent of the Massachusetts State Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs, spoke 
briefly, brignign out some points 
which she thought would have been 
made by Mr. Fairbrother. 

This meeting, which is the first of a 
series, was planned through the co- 
operation of eleven large organiza- 
tions having their headquarters in 
Boston, including in addition to the 
State Federation, the Special Aid, 
D.A.R., the Red Cross, the Massachu- 
setts Suffrage und the Anti-Suffrage 
associations and other local ones.

If They Could Koop It Up.

He had about all the rail- 
roads in sight, and he was Just getting 
n strangle hold on the ldg hanks. lie 
conquered every square foot of terri- 
tory ns he went along. There was no 
force on earth to stop hhn except pre- 
mature death, and now he is almost 
forgotten.— A. W. Atwood iu Saturday 
Evening Post. 


Most Buoyant Wood. 

The lightest wood known, so far ns 
any evidence attainable Is concerned, 
Is balsa wood, which grows extensive- 
ly In the Central American and north- 
ern South American states. It Is com- 
posed of very thin walled cells, which 
are lmrrel shaped, Interlace with each 
other and are almost devoid of woody 
fiber. These cells are filled with air, 
making a natural structure well adapt- 
ed to prevent the transmission of heat 
because of the particles of air impris- 
oned in the material without Intercon- 
necting fibers. Various tests of the In- 
sulating properties for resisting the 
flow of heat have been made. Balsa 
wood has been used quite extensively 
in the past as a buoyancy product for 
life preservers nnd In connection with 
the fenders of lifeboats nnd rafts. Its 
life Is short, under ordinary conditions, 
unless treated with antiseptic or pre- 
servative material. 


Ariake Bay’s Mystio Fire. 

Slilranubl. the mystic fire of Ariake 
bay. Kyushu, has been famous for the 
past 2,000 years, the sight being con- 
sidered one of the great wonders of the 
Japan seas. 

In a recent issue of the Talyo Maga- 
zine M. Kaneko. u teacher in the Slii- 
mahara middle school, relates his im- 
pressions of the fire. According to Mr. 
Knneko, when lit* witnessed the spec- 
tacle the first light appeared like a star 
about five miles distant. Suddenly the 
volume of light increased until It soon 
covered an aren of many miles. Tbe 
light moved with the waves nnd re- 
sembled electric lights being lighted 
and then suddenly extinguished. Mr. 
Knneko says that intermittent wave- 
like movements are the chief charac- 
teristics of the mystic fire. He fails 
to find n cause for the origin of the fire. 


Cheaping. 

In parts of Switzerland the baker’s 
wife carries round the bread In a sort 
of hamper, and she has not a fixed, Im- 
mutable charge, but chaffers for a price 
with the customers. The old English 
word for this process wns “cheaping,” 
which In many places In England has 
been corrupted into chipping. Chipping 
Norton, for instance, Is really Cbeap- 
ing Norton, or the place where goods 
were cheapened— thnt is, sold by chaf- 
fer.— London Standard. 


Congressional “Pairs.” 

The custom of legislative “pairing” 
is the practice of incmberK of legisla- 
tive bodies by which two members of 
opposing parties agree to refrain from 
voting on a prescribed subject or to be 
nbsent during a certain time. It was 
first used in the United States house of 
representatives in 1830. 


Helping Old Rubber. 

Rubber that has lost its elasticity 
may be rejuvenated by immersing It 
for five minutes in a hath of glycerin 
mixed with twenty-five times its vol- 
ume of distilled water and heated to 
70 degrees C. and then drying it with 
filter puper.

NEWTON BRANCH, SPECIAL AID 
SOCIETY 


A fine audience gathered In the 
parlors of Channing church on Wed- 
nesday evening to enjoy the program 
prepared on the timely subject of 
Aviation. 

Lieut. Godfrey Cabot, U.S.N., R.F., 
President of the N.E. Aero Club, 
speaker of the evening, gave an ac- 
count of the rapid development of 
aeroplanes, explained from drawings 
the principles governing their con- 
struction and use, and spoke of 
their great value in warfare. He 
ventured to predict their use in the 
near future in the transportation of 
troops, showing the possibility of 
landing forces behind the enemy 
lines to work quick destruction and 
escape before defense could be or- 
ganized. 

Lieutenant Cabot was followed by 
his friend, Mr. Campbell, who 
showed upon the screen slides made 
from photographs which he had taken 
last summer from Lieutenant Cabot’s 
seaplane. The audience thus jour- 
neyed from Marblehead to Boston 
harbor and hack at a height of 2500 
feet above the shore, gaining a vivid 
Impression of the strategic value of 
such observations.

Instantly 
there was a rush for the door. Some 
men who had taken off their shoes 
nnd had lain down to sleep, jumped up 
und ran out.
